ONGRESS.—President McKinley has come 
to understand the depth of the war feel- 
ing that animates both houses of Con- 
gress, and has supplied members with a 
more detailed idea of his intentions with 
respect to Cuba. Impatience of delay 
is manifested in both houses, and only 
the President’s assurance that he expects 
a definite termination of the negotiations 
with Spain within a very short time pre- 
vents immediate action. In the House 

esterday, the Naval Appropriation bill 
eing under consideration, Mr. Johnson 
(Rep., Ind.,) made a plea for peace which 
was recelyed with hisses by the occu- 
pants of the galleries. Mr. Lewis (Dem., 
Jash.,) denounced the reported intention 
of the Administration to accept a money 
indemnity for the loss of the Maine, and 
Mr. Bailey (Dem.,. Texas,) protested 
against any action on the part of this 

Government. which would compel the 
Cubans to purchase their independence 
from Spain. Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio,) 
whose intimate relations with the Ad- 
ministration gave significance to his re- 
marks, replied to Mr. Bailey. He de- 
clared that the negotiations with the 
Spanish Government: were not understood 
and that the President never had enter- 
tained for a moment the idea of paying 
@ money consideration for the freedom of 
Cuba. Speaking of the Republican policy 
he said: ‘“ There is not one man, from 
the President down to the humblest mem- 
ber of this floor, who will ever, without 
the consent of the Cuban insurgents, rati- 
fy, agree to or approve any settlement of 
the Cuban question that does not involve 
absolute independence for Cuba.’”’ In con- 
clusion he alluded to the Administration’s 
vast preparations for war as an earnest 
of its intention to secure the freedom of 
Cuba by force if peaceful methods fail. 
In the Senate the resolution calling on the 
President for the Cuban Consular reports 
was recommitted to the Foreign Relations 
Committee. Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.,)*made

SPAIN’S POSITION HOPELESS. 


The London Press Unanimous in Urg- 
ing Her to Accept the Terms 
of the United States. 


LONDON, April 1.—The Times says edi- 
torially this morning: 

“It is evident peace and war hang in the 
balance, and that the world has not long to 
wait for definite information. It cannot be 
supposed that America’s terms have yet 
been published in their completeness, but 
they may be guessed to include complete 
freedom for Cuba. 

“The Spanish Government will make a 
fatal mistake if it fails to understand the 
terms now offered, which are the best it is 
ever likely to obtain; and if they are not 
promptly accepted it is to be feared that 
the next presentation of American demands 
will be in a harsher shape. With every 
Sympathy for Spain, her Government, and 
dynasty, it must be said that the Gov- 
ernment of Cuba has been a scandal which 
would have been resented even by other 


nations if they had been in as close prox- 
imity as the United States. 

“It behooves Spain to consider whether 
Cuba is worth fighting for in such an un- 
equal conflict that it is even doubtful if 
Spain would gain a temporary success, 
whilc her ultimate defeat would be certain. 
A moderate naval force could reduce the 
island by starvation, and privateering 
could not, in practice, be carried to any 
extent worth mentioning by Spain without 
calling for the intervention of neutral 
nations.” 

The Washington correspondent of The 
Daily Mail asserts that President McKinley 
has addressed a note to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment demanding independence for Cuba 
in such peremptory terms as to amount to 
an ultimatum, and that Spain must reply 
to-day (Friday.) , 

The New York correspondent of The Daily 
Telegraph, after asserting that President 
M ee has demanded Cuban independ- 
ence, adds: 

“Spain has asked and obtained from the 
United States Government a delay of twen- 
ty-four hours for a reply, which, if it does 
not practically free Cuba, will be immediate- 
ly followed by an ultimatum.” 

The- American dispatches to the other 
morning papers do not go so far, but it is 
universally conceded that America’s de- 
mand for an armistice must perforce imply 
Cuban independence. All the editorials are 
based on this supposition, and follow the 
Times in advising Spanish acceptance, with 
the financial advantages for Spain which 
undoubtedly accompany the demand. The 
1ily Telegraplt says: 

‘The ultimatum is one which other na- 
tions can only take note of in sorrowful 
and anxious silence,” 

The Daily Chronicle discusses the Ameri- 
ean demands as marking a crisis involving 
a momentous turning point in American 
history—namety,.* the abandonment of Mon- 
roeism, which is a subject fraught with mo- 
mentous issues for mankind.” 

The Westminster Gazette of yesterday 
afternoon, noting “‘Spain’s difficulty in yield-

CHICAGO, March 31.—John Neese, seven- 
teen years old, is being cared for at the 
Desplaines Street Police Station and to- 
morrow the police will make efforts to send 
the boy to his home in New York. The 
| boy is bright and intelligent, and lives at 
|70 East Ninety-fourth Street, New York. 
| One night, two months ago, he says he left 
| his home and attended a theatre. On re- 
turning home he was accosted by a strange 
man who compelled him to accompany him 
to the office of the Gerry Society. The 
stranger told the boy he had been out too 
late, and after the lad had a bath he was 
put to bed. The next day he was taken to 
the Juvenile Asylum in One Hundred and 
Seventy-sixth Street, and kept there until 
two weeks ago, when he was suddenly sent 
to a farm in Southern Illinois. 

The boy says he demanded explanations, 
but received none. At the farm he was 
compelled to work very hard, and Wednes- 
day he ran away, and made his way to 
Chicago. He arrived here this morning, and 
told his story to the police. 


John Neese is the brother of Mrs. Joseph 
Woods, whose husband is the janitor at the 
apartment house, 70 Hast Ninety-fourth 
Street. Mrs. Woods said last night that 


she had put John and Robert, who is two 
yeirs younger, in the Juvenile Asylum on 
Feb. 1, 1896, as she was a widow at the 
time, and was afraid they might get into 
mischief. She s2id the understanding was 
that they were to be committed for only 
two years, and that on Feb. 1 of this year, 
after buying a new suit of clothes for each 
one she went to the asylum to get them 
out, when she was told that she had com- 
mitted them until they became of age. 

She was surprised to hear of John being 
in the hands of the police in Chicago. She 
said she had Robert produced in the Su- 
preme Court last Tuesday on a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, but while the Justice said that 
he would release him, as far as he was _con- 
cerned, the matter rested in the hands of 
the Gerry Society. Mrs. Woods says she 
has two married sisters, and between them 
they are fully able to take care of the boys 
if they can get possession of them. She is 
afraid Robert is going to be sent away also, 
as her sister called at the House of Re- 
ception, 106 West Twenty-seventh Street 
yesterday, and found him there instead of 
at the Juvenile Asylum. 
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NEW YORK, 
NOT HOPEFUL IN MADRID 


Fresh Proposals Are Said to Have 
Been Transmitted to the 
United States. 


BELIEVED NOT TO BE PACIFIC 


Spain Encouraged by Cuban News of 
Pacification—Sagasta Would Like 
to Submit the Maine Ques- 
tion to the Powers. 


MADRID, March 31.—The feeling in Ma- 
drid to-day is pessimistic. Nothing definite 
has been revealed by the Government as to 
the nature of the negotiations being carried 
on with the United States. But the news- 
papers, although ignorant of the actual pro- 
posals of the United States, constantly urge 
no surrender. The Heraldo (Independent) 
and the Nacional (Conservative) oppose even 
the suggestion of an armistice, and the Cor- 
reo (Liberal) makes a furious appeal to Don 
Carlos, 

There seems to be a general feeling that 
should the Government yield to the demands 
of the United States serious internal com- 
plications would arise. 

Besides the usual Cabinet meeting, the 
Ministers held a conference with Minister 
Woodford, when, it is said, fresh proposals 
were made. 

The Cabinet Council lasted an hour and a 
half. Crowds of people watched the arrival 
and departure of the notabilities, but other- 
wise there was no evidence of interest in the 
subject in Madrid. Nothing definite is yet 
known concerning the decision arrived at. 
But the impression prevails that Spain has 
not agreed to the proposals of the United 
States. 

Prior to the council a note briefly relat- 
ing the Queen Regent’s ideas on the sub- 
ject of the reply to be given the United 
States was written. On this being read 


at the council, Sefior Sagasta, taking a 
paper from his pocket, announced that he 
also had condensed his opinion into a few 
lines, which he proceeded to read. 

It is understood that he touched, one by 
one, upon all the questions raised by the 
United States, and indicated the limits to 
which in his opinion it would be possible 
to go without prejudice to the national 
honor or dignity. 

All the Ministers, including Gen. Correa, 
Minister of War, ‘‘saw their thoughts re- 
flected in Sefior Sagasta’s exposé, which 
they unanimously approved.” 

The Ministers then proceeded to the pal- 
ace, where they gave an account of the 
proceedings to the Queen Regent, who ap- 
proved them. 

After the Cabinet meeting the Ministers 
had another hour’s conference, and the fol- 
lowing semi-official note was issued: 

“Captain General: Blanco telegraphs an 
account of a glorious combat of Gen. Luque 
against the insurgents commanded by Ca- 
lixto Garcia, and also makes excellent re- 
ports of the progress of the operations, set- 
ting forth that the pacifications are so ad- 
vanced in the western provinces that the 
concentration of the peasants has been re- 
voked. Public works are also being begun 
to give employment to all applicants. In 
view of this, new and important submis- 
sions are expected.”’ 

At Mirister Woodford’s conference with 
Sefiores Sagasta, Gullon, and Moret, Sefior 
Sagasta’s note, translated into English; was 
submitted to Gen. Woodford, who, after 
reading it, said: ‘I am solely authorized to 
negotiate ad referendum, and therefore I 
will transmit the Cabinet’s reply to Wash- 
ington.’’ 

The text of the Sagasta note has not been 
made known, the Ministers maintaining ab- 
solute reserve, but the Cabinet is said to 
have given ‘proof of sentiments of the 
greatest conciliation.” 

The Minister of Public Works, in an inter- 
view to-day, said the last twenty-four 
hours had brought a favorable change in 
the situation. When the Minister was 
asked if he meant on account of the news 
from Washington, he replied: 

*““No. Our feelings of satisfaction do not 
refer to the United States.” 

Sefior Sagasta, in an interview to-day, de- 
clared he would ‘do everything possible to 
maintain peace, but,’ he added, “ we can- 
not submit to any attack on the honor or 
integrity of the country.” 

A* the conference yesterday between 
Sefior Sagasta, the Premier, and Sefior 
Gamazo and Sefior Silvela, leader of the 
Dissident Conservatives, the Premier un- 
folded the terms proposed by the United 
States Minister, Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, and the Opposition leaders counseled 
their rejection. Sefior Sagasta replied that, 
personally, he was not disposed to accede 
to them. He added that he would like to 
submit the question of the loss of the 
Maine, which was not touched upon at his 
conference with Gen. Woodford, to the 
European powers. 


SPANISH NEWSPAPER COMMENT 


General Opinion that the End of the 
Crisis It 
Facing War Resolutely. 


MADRID, March 31.—It has been a day of 
great anxiety. The papers have confined 
themselves to ambiguities on the subject of 
the Cabinet Council. It should be said to 
their credit that they nave displayed great 
prudence in their suppositions and com- 
ments, showing their appreciation of the 
fact that in the present critical time it is 
hazardous and might be prejudical to the 
country to discuss the situation without 
sufficient knowledge of the conditions. 

The evening papers, without exception, 
consider the situation unchanged, notwith- 
standing the recent conferences. They 
generally admit that Minister Woodford’s 
conduct of the diplomatic negotiations is 
very friendly, and that he is desirous of 
peace; but the Spanish Government is re- 
ported as “unflinching and opposed to any, 
even friendly, interference to terminate the 
war, except through its own efforts ’’—a 
war which they claim is “ nearing the end 
and is daily crushing the rebeliion.” 

El Liberal (Moderate Republican) says: 

“The moment of the dénouement (solu- 
tion of the crisis) has drawn much nearer. 
There. may yet be found means to delay 
matters, but we doubt it. 

‘We ought to apply ourselves to obtain 
a gain of time or heartily devote ourselves 
to the contrary. In our opinion, it would 
be acceptable, even preferable, to accept 
any extreme measure which would cut the 
knot if we failed to untie it. The situa- 
tion is such that by avoiding an external 
struggle we may fall into a still graver 
one—namcly, an internal upheaval.” 

El Liberal concludes by calling upon the 
Ministry to identify itself with the unani- 
mous feeling of the country and to place 
everything before the primary interest of 
the nation and proceed with discretion and 
coolness, but at the same time with un- 
daunted firmness, “for there is a limit 
which Spain can not and will not overstep— 
that limit is marked by the respect it owes 
the world and its own sovereignty.” 

El- Liberal says a dispatch from Sefior 
Polo y Bernabé, the Spanish Minister at 
Washington, was read yesterday at the 
Cabinet Council, giving his impressions of 
the feeling in America, which, he declares, 
is in no way favorable to Spain. He points 
out that the Maine report was only re- 
ferred to the Foreign Relations Committee 


with great difficulty, as 137 Representatives 
voted for its immediate a probation with- 
out waiting for the Spanish report. This 
roposal, adds Sefior Bernabé, was rejected, 
ut the jingoes appeared to be greatly 
annoyed. 
The Imparcial (Independent) says: 
** Despite the hopes of the last few days, it

is now believed that a conflict is near. We 
are confronted with a danger which, what- 
ever may be thought, President McKinley 
cannot change. The nerves of Spaniards 
are being hardened to resist coolly the con- 
sequences of this danger. We are all Span- 
iards; our mission is to save the national 
honor, and it rests with the Government to 
take energetic resolutions. 

It is urgent that we should prepare 
warships and send them to Cuba. The 
cruisers Cristobal Colon and Princess de 
Asturias and the Destructor, now at Cadiz, 
should start as soon as possible, and the 
first-class ironclads Pelayo and Emperador 
Carlos V. should follow promptly. 

The United States, who during the del- 
icate and strained relations between the 
two countries has sent ships to our waters 
or thereabouts, cannot complain at our 
sending a squadron to our own waters. It 
would be curious, in the face of the uni- 
versal law of right, for visitors to override 
the master of the house. Such a visitor 
would be simply a bandit. It would be 
ignominious not to send our squadron for 
fear that Yankee vessels would try to 
prevent it.”’ 

The article concludes by counseling the

GERMAN DEMANDS ON SPAIN. 


Satisfaction Wanted for Damage Done 
by Insurgents—Warship May 
Go to Cuba. 


BERLIN, March 31.—Germany has be- 
gun diplomatic representations to Spain rel- 
ative to the Cannamaba case, and the Ger- 
man cruiser Geier, on her way to Bahia, 
has been ordered to get ready to proceed to 


Cuba if satisfaction is not quickly forth- 
coming. 

The German version of the Cannamaba 
case is that some Cuban insurgents, during 
the night of March 18, attacked a German 
refinery at Cannamaba, (also written Can-

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The cable re- 
port from Berlin that Germany was men- 
acing Spain on an old claim and was about 
to make a naval demonstration in Cuba at- 
tracted much attention. The German Am- 
bassador, Dr. von Holleben, said that he 
had received no information as to this re- 
ported move nor was he acquainted with the 
Cannambra case referred to in the dispatch. 

The Spanish Minister is also unacquainted 
with the Cannambra case, and does not 
credit the report that Germany has taken 
steps of a decisive character. The Spanish 
Ambassador at Berlin is the father-in-law 
of the Spanish Minister here, and the latter 
would be quite likely to know if Germany 
had made a move involving the dispatch of 
& warship to Cuba for pypitive purposes, 


HAVANA DEFENSE PLANS, 


HAVANA, March 31.—It is ascertained on 
good authority that the Government at 
Madrid and the local Government had de- 
termined to provision Havana City for three 


months, as against a possible blockade of 
the port by the American fleet. 

It also had been decided to bring 50,000 
tons of coal to Cuba as soon as possible. 

Lack of money militates seriously against 
carry ing out cither plan. A strong effort will 
be made to get a portion of the coal at 
least, but the provision question to all ap- 
pearances has been dropped. 


TO BENEFIT THE SPANISH NAVY. 


MADRID, March 31.—The rush for seats 
for the performance at the Royal Theatre 
in behalf of the Spanish Navy increases. 
The Queen has paid 50,000 pesetas for a 
box, the Spanish Ministry paid 5,000 pese- 
tas for a box, several capitalists are tak- 
ing stalls at 150,000 pesetas, the Countess 
Bornos paid 100,000 pesetas, the Marquise 
Laguna paid 25,000 pesetas, the Bank of 
Spain paid 500,000 pesetas, and other or- 
ganizations and individuals paid enormous 
sums.

Spanish Miuister Not Apprehensive.

His endurance has 
been placed to the test within the past 
ten days, for hardly a night passes that 
he and his entire staff are not engaged 
until 2 and 3 o’clock in the morning. When 
the critical condition of affairs was sug- 
gested to him this morning, he shook his 
head, indicating that he believed the ap- 
prehension was magnified, and suggested 
that as he had received an invitation to 
dine with a distinguished official the latter 
part of April it was hardly probable that 
he would be called upon to retire as a re- 
sult of war before that time. On the actual 
condition of affairs the Minister preserves 
his usual absolute silence. 


Bryan Is for Intervention. 
LINCOLN, Neb., March 31.—W. J. Bryan 
to-night made the following statement in 
answer to the question whether, in his judg- 
ment, the time had arrived for the United 


States to intervene in behalf of Cuba and 
bring the war to an end: 

“Yes, the time for intervention has ar- 
rived. Humanity demands that we shall 
act. Cuba lies almost within sight of our 
shores, and the sufferings of her people 
eannot be ignored unless we, as a Nation, 
have become so engrossed in money-making 
as to be indifferent to distress.’’ 


Spanish Torpedo Boat at Queenstown. 


QUEENSTOWN, March 31.—The Spanish

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IN CASE OF ULTIMATUM 


The Naval and Army Demonstra- 
tion That Will Precede a 
Declaration of War. 


THREE MOST EVIDENT MOVES 


To Invest Havana by Troops and War- 
ships and Cut Off the Flotilla— 
Officials Want to Strike Before 
Spain’s Ships Can Unite. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—In the event 
an ultimatum is sent to Spain, the Navy and 
War Departments are prepared to have it 
accompained by decisive movements on the 
part of the Navy and Army of the United 
States. Officials in both departments say 
that it is usual in sending ultimata to take 
at the same time such steps as will enable 
the country sending it to strike an imme- 
diate blow in case its terms are not com- 
plied with. This was done by England in 
the Trent affair, and also when she sent her 
ultimatum to Portugal a few years ago. In 
the latter case she had a fleet in the har- 
bor of Lisbon that could have silenced the 
Portuguese navy in a few hours, In the for- 
mer instances she sent troopship to Bermuda 
and Halifax, so as to be able to invade this 
country within forty-eight hours or less if 
her demands had not been complied with 
by Mr. Lincoln. 

The United States have not been in the 
habit of sending ultimata and no very clear- 
ly defined precedent has been as yet estab- 
lished. In the Chilean affair the ultimatum 
Was carried by warships, and there was 
assembled in Chilean waters a fleet suffi- 
cient to enforce any demand of this Gov-r 
ernment. It was ample, in fact, to crush 
the navy of that country and capture Val- 
paraiso. When the Barbary piratical Gov- 
ernments interfered with American com- 
merce in the Mediterranean the ultimatum 
was also taken to the coast of Africa - 


ships of war, and there was power enoug 
behind the demand to force it instantly. 


What Will Accompany the Ultimatum, 


While these two cases are hardly enough 
to have established a precedent in our for- 
eign policy, it is thought that they will be 
followed as examples in the present trouble 
with Spain should it become necessary to 


send an ultimatum. As soon as it is deter- 
mined to dispatch to Madrid a peremptory 
demand it is understood the squadron at 
Key West will put itself in readiness to 
move on Havana at an instant’s notive, and 
that the flying squadron will start at once 
for its work of intercepting the torpedo and 
cruiser flotillas now on their way from 
Spain. In addition to this, the army will’ 
mass a considerable body of troops at Key 
West and Dry Tortugas for the occupation 
of Cuba. These plans have been thoroughly 
discussed in the departments, and should an 
ultimatum be sent to-morrow, as the Navy 
and War Departments expect, demanding a 
satisfactory reply by Saturday night or 
Monday morning, to be followed by a decla- 
ration of war in the event it is not satis- 
factory in every respect, the army and navy 
of this country are in position to act with 
absolute promptness and efficiency. Both 
realize that in modern warfare the first 
blow is generally decisive, and they are anx- 
ious to be able to take the initiative instead 
of leaving it to Spain, 


The Blow of the Republic. 


Democratic institutions prevent anything 
like secrecy of movement, and the blow of 
a republic must of necessity be delivered 
openly with full warning to its adversary; 
but there is no reason, these officers say, 
for talking so much and waiting so long 


that Spain will have the advantage of the 
first blow, and the moral effect of the 
attack. 

A prominent army officer said to-day: 
“The President seems to be deliberately 
planning to force Spain to take the ini- 
tiative. That may be good ne but it is 
not good tactics. It may be magnificent, 
but it is not war. The time is past when 
the French guard says to the English 
guard: ‘Gentlemen of the British Guard, 
fire first.’ I should rather have this coun- 
try accept the onus of declaring war and 
get with it the tremendous advantage of 
striking the first blow than to throw the 
onus on Spain, and give her the advantage 
of striking a telling blow at us.’”’ 


Spain’s Reinforcements, 


The news received in the Navy Depart- 
ment to-day of the sailing of two additional 
cruisers tor this country aroused the of- 
ficials to renewed activity. This adds five 
formidable vessels to the fleet in Spanish 


waters about Cuba. It is thought that 
the rapid cruisers will be able to overtake 
the torpedo flotillas or rendezvous: with 
them at San Juan de Puerto Rico within a 
day or two after their arrival at that port, 
and the entire fleet proceed thence to Ha- 
vana Harbor. Naval authorities admit that 
if this is the programme Spain will have in 
that harbor by the 12th or 15th of April one 
of the most powerful fleets ever assembled 
in American waters. It will consist of six 
ships of battle line, ali of them being power- 
ful armored cruisers or second-class battle- 
ships; one torpedo gunboat, seven torpedo 
boat destroyers, and five torpedo boats. If 
these ships are allowed to unite in a single 
squadron the American squadron at Key 
Wesi will have a foe worthy of its steel. 
It is probable, however, that as soon as war 
is declared steps will be taken to meet these 
vessels in detail and crush them before they 
can unite their forces. 


WITH THE FLYING SQUADRON, 


The Cruiser Columbia Joins the Com- 
mand of Commodore Schley. 


FORT MONRE, Va., March 31.—The be- 
lated cruiser Columbia, for which Commo- 
dore Schley of the flying squadron looked 
in vain all day yesterday, anchored off Fort 
Monroe this morning just after daylight. 
She spent some extra time on her trip from 
Philadelphia here trying the speed of her 
engines. Everything was found in satisfac- 
tory condition. She can make twenty-two 
knots per hour, and twenty-three if forced. 
She is yet to be painted the prevailing lead 
color, and may run up to Newport News 
for that purpose. 

The unprotected cruiser Montgomery is 
expected here within the ‘next twenty-four 
hours and the Minneapolis may get in this 
week. The Montgomery is capable of mak- 
ing nineteen and a half knots an hour. If 
the fleet moves, the speed, in order to keep 
together, cannot be in excess of the average 
of the Massachcusetts, which is sixteen 
and a half knots an hour. Commodore 
Schley estimates that the Columbia can be 
repainted in a day, and that if his other 
boats arrive he will be in complete form to 
move by Saturday or Sunday. 

Commodore Schley and Capt. Cooke of the 
Brooklyn came to Fort Monroe frfom New 
port News this afternoon and selected an 
anchorage. Commodore Schley said that the 
Brooklyn and the Massachusetts would 
steam down in the morning. The minor re- 
pairs having been completed, the gunbaat 
Vicksburg, which has been lying off here, 
has gone to the Norfolk Yard for comple- 
tion. The Bancroft went up the roads to 
Newport News to-night for repairs. 

At Newport News this afternoon divers 
were sent down to clear away the seagrowth 
from the bottom of the battleship Massa- 
chusetts. They did not accomplish much to- 
day, but the work will be resumed early to- 
morrow morning. It is probable that most 
of the woodwork on the vessels will be 
torn off to-morrow. 

A score of seamen are in irons on the 
Massachusetts for drunkenness. Two boys 
were arrested this afternoon for selling 
whisky to the seamen. Officers of the ship 
complained to the lice authorities to-day 
that liquor was being sold to thé men sur- 
reptitiously. 

The posting of two bulletins at Norfolk 
and their transmission here created great 
excitement everywhere, but especially 
smong the naval officers. One announced 
that Spain had rejected all overtures, and

CAPT. SAMPSON’S FLEET READY. 


The Warships at Key West Getting 
Into Fighting Trim. 


KEY WEST, Fla., March $1.—Every prep- 
aration for action was taken by the war- 
ships to-day. All woodwork was stripped 
off exposed spots and sent ashore., The 
wood pilot houses on the cruisers were 
taken down. To-a certain extent interior 
woodwork also was removed and sent ashore, 
Even the sailors’ wooden boxes were re- 
moved from some of the ships. These 


precautions have been adopted to prevent, 
so far as possible, the danger of flying 
splinters in case of action. The officers 
sent their personal valuables ‘and belong- 
ings to be stored on shore. 

he Castine and two torpedo boats left 
their anchorages after dark and steamed 
to the southward, where they will patrol 
during the night. This precaution was or- 
dered by Capt. Sampson to-day. He is par- 
ticularly anxious to watch closely the Ha- 
vana entrance to this harbor, and also to 
afford additional safety for the Iowa, In- 
diana, and New York, which lie unprotected 
six miles out. 

The naval station officials have received 
orders to overhaul their marine engineering 
stock, so that it can be used instantly in 
case of emergency. Torpedo boats not en- 
gaged in patrolling to-night made another 
attack on the battleships, but all these 
measures were guarded with the greatest 
secrecy. The establishment of a patrol is 
considered by the few who know of it as 
most significant. The entire fleet is now in 
readiness to move at fifteen minutes’ notice. 


SPAIN BADLY OFF FOR COAL. 


She Really Has but Three Stations in 
Cuba and Her Supply Would 
Soon Be Cut Off in War. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—In the minute 
study of Spain’s military and naval re- 
sources that is now being made by this 
Government, one of the most important 
questions considered is the facilities that 
country has for supplying her naval forces 
in the Western Atlantic and Caribbean with 
a good quality of coal. In this respect it 
is ascertained that no country of her naval 
rank is so badly off as Spain, . Ostensibly 
she has nine coaling stations in Cuba and 
three in Puerto Rico, but really she has 
but three, all of which are in Cuba; name- 
ly, Havana, Trinidad, and Nuevitas. There 
are six other coaling stations in Cuba, but 
they are not controlled by the Government, 
and thave very limited supplies of coal. 
These stations are Baracoa, Sagua La 
Grande, Cardenas, Matanzas, Cienfuegos, 
and Santiago. Scarcely any coal mining is 
done in the Spanish possessions on this 
side the Atlantic, and all the coal in Cuba 
and Puerto Rico is imported from Great 
Britain, the United States, or Nova Scotia. 
The bulk of it used to come from England, 
but the United States has lately driven Eng- 
land out of the market, and has been sup- 
plying most of the stations in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico with bituminous coal. 

The supply of coal at the private stations 
in Cuba is generally very limited and of 
inferior quality. Baracoa has practically no 
coal. Sagua La Grande has a small quan- 
tity of bituminous American coal, but the 
station is not accessible for ships of more 
than sixteen feet draught. Cardenas has a 
fair quality of coal, but not much of it. The 


greater part of it is American, with some 
Welsh, Scotch, and English. Matanzas has 
a moderate supply of American, Lancashire, 
and Scotch coal, the great bulk of it com- 
ing from Pennsylvania. Cienfugos has some 
little anthracite and a considerable supply 
of bituminous coal. The United States fur- 
nishes most of it. Santiago has an ample 
supply of anthracite and Cumberland, and 
a small supply of Welsh, English, and 
Scotch coal. At this port American coal 
has driven English coal out of the market. 

At the Government stations of Nuevitas, 
Havana, and Trinidad there is never kept 
a very large supply of coal, although at 
Havana there is an average yearly supply 
of about 80,000 tons. The other two sta- 
tions cannot be considered as affording any 
facilities in coaling, as both together have 
probably less than a thousand tons. The 
Trinidad station is generally known as the 
port of Casilda, as Trinidad is three miles 
inland, At Havana there is kept usually a 
good supply of both anthracite and bitum- 
inous coal. The larger part of it is sent 
from this country, or about 120,000 tons 
out of a total of 180,000 tons, 

The three stations of Puerto Rico are 
Ponce, on the southern coast; Mayaguez, 
on the western, and San Juan, on the north- 
ern, At Ponce and Mayaguez there was no 
coal at all when the latest information was 
obtained. At San Juan there were from 
3,000 to J,000 tons of bituminous coal. Most 
of it was imported from this country. Eng- 
land and Nova Scotia, supplying the re- 
mainder. All three stations are private. 

In the event of war the coal supply from 
the United States would be shut off, and 
dependence would have to be placed upon 
England and Wales to supply the Spanish 
stations in the West Indies. Naval author- 
ities here say that Spain’s naval strength 
iis commensurate with her ability to keep 
open these channels of supply. In other 
words, unless she can hold the sea open 
to her ships, and to the most vulnerable 
kind of ships—aqolliers~she cannot long 
maintain a naval conflict on this side of 
the Atlantic. Ccal is absolutely essential, 
and it can only be had by transporting it in 
guarded freight ships from the other side. 
Part of the Spanish Navy would have to 
be engaged in this undertaking, while the 
rest of it would be engaged in the task 
of crushing the American fleet. The United 
States would have a tremendous advantage 
in this respect, and it is certain to use it at 
the outset by striking a heavy and decisive 
blow at the Spanish coal supply.

York to-day appropriated $1,000,000 to de- 
fray the expenses of the National Guard 
and Naval Militia, and of volunteers fur- 
nished wy the State. if called into service 
for the public defense on the request or 
requisition of the President. This State is 
the first to take action in this direction. The 
appropriation was made by the Legislature 
in response to the following message from 
the Governor: 

To the Legislature: 

Events are now transpiring of so grave and 
general import that the attention of every en- 
lightened people is fixed upon_our own. The 
crisis which our National Government now 
meets involves those deep considerations which 
affect the future of the race. To aid that Gov- 
ernment by approval and support, to sustain its 
hand when raised for justice and fair play, is 
the duty of every State. 

No hour has ever been so full of peril that 
New York has faltered while it passed. Because 
of her past history and her present greatness, 
she should be the firat to understand the mean- 
ing of to-day. After long reflection, and with an 
earnest desire to do that which ought to be done, 
and to refrain from that which ought not to be 
done, I recommend that, before you adjourn, you 
take such action as your wisdom shall decide 
upon, to provide against such urgent needs as 
the future may disclose. 

I hope the day is still remote which shall con- 
sume the means you set apart. But if the time 
should come when forbearance and national self- 
respect can no longer stay together, there can 
be but one answer to the duty thus arising. I 
believe you will, not in haste or anger tow any 
other people, but in the deliberate purpose to 
defend your own, and as a sign of hope to the 
struggling and distressed, realizing that patriot- 
ism without preparation is as fragile as a 
dream, so act that the enlightened sentiment of 
the world will justify you.

THE VESUVIUS ALMOST READY. 


She Will Be Painted a Dark Green at 
the Washington Navy Yard, 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The work of 
overhauling the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, 
completing the work on her guns and fit- 
ting her up for active service, is now al- 
most finished, and she probably will leave 
the Washington Navy Yard within the next 
few days. Her officers do not know as yet 
where she will be ordered, though it is 
thought that she will go first to Norfolk 
end then proceed to southern waters. 

The men are busily employed at present 
in giving her a coat of black paint, pre 
paratory to painting her a dark green. The 
officers say that it is almost impossible to 
discover a vessel at night when painted 
with this color, even by means of a search- 
light. The Vesuvius has not as yet taken 
aboard the many tons of dynamite that 
she carries in her magazines; this will be 
the last thing that will be loaded. 

One of the officers, discussing the possi- 
bility of hostilities, said: 

“There is one satisfaction about being 
aboard a ship like this. In case we are 
struck right, there will be no board of in- 
quiry and no trouble about divers. The 
only thing to do will be to erect a monu- 
ment to our memory, and attend to our 
obituary notices, for there will not be a 
piece of the boat left big enough for a 
souvenir. A boat of this style either does 
fearful damage to her enemies or goes un- 
der in short order herself. Modern war 
will, im my opinion, be quick work, any- 
how, and we represent the very quickest 
type of death-dealing vessel afloat.”’

MISS BARTON WILL RETURN. 


She Has Decided to Resume Her Work 
Cuba, and Will Leave 
Tampa Monday. 


It was announced at the offices of the 
Central Cuban Relief Committee yesterday 
‘that as a result of the conference held at 
Washington last Sunday between Assistant 
Secretary of State Day, the members of the 
Relief Committee, and Miss Clara Barton, 
the latter will leave Tampa on Monday 
morning to take up again her work in dis- 
‘ttributing supplies to the starving Cubans. 
Stephen E. Barton, Chairman of the Relief 
Committee, stated yesterday that contrary 
to published reports, last Sunday’s confer- 
ence had nothing whatever to do with the 
alleged differences tetween Miss Barton 
and Dr. Louis Klopsch, a member of the 
committee, who is now in Cuba, personally 
inspecting the relief system. 

“Dr. Klopsch’s name was not mentioned 
at the conference,” said Mr. Barton, “ and 
nothing was brought forward by Miss Bar- 
ton to show that she had been unduly inter- 
fered with by him. This committee, how- 
ever, asked that it be made the agent of 
the Government in both the collection 
and distribution of suyplies, and the request 
was readily granted. Henceforth the Na- 
tional Red Cross Society will distribute the 
supplies under the auspices of the commit- 
tee as a body, and Miss Barton will make 
regular reports to headquarters here, Here- 
tofore the committee Has been charged sim- 
ply with collecting supplies here and for- 
warding the same to Consul General Lee, 
having nothing whatever to do with their 
distribution.”’

WASHINGTON, March 81.—The Adju- 
tant General’s office has just completed a 
report on the organized militia of the 
United States. It has been called forth 
by the present crisis, which has made it an 
interesting and important question as to 
how strong this militia is, and how well 
prepared for taking the fleld for the defense 
of the individual States, or as part of the 
Federal forces. To enlist in the latter it 
has been decided that the militiamen would 
have to be recruited and examined, just as 
all recruits have to be, but they are able, 
without such examination, to act under 
State regulations as a home guard for the 
coast lines of the States, 

The summary of this report, which is 
still in the printer’s hands, gives the fol- 
lowing information as to the militia in sum- 
ming up its strength and availability. The 
term militia appears in the official designa- 
tions of but two States—Massachusetts Vol- 
unteer Militia and Brigade of Rhode Island 
Militia. Thirty-eight States use the term 
** National Guard,” some placing it before 
and others after the name of the State. 
The term “State Guard” is used by Ar- 
kansas, Kentucky, and North Carolina. The 
terms used by other States are: Louisiana, 
“State National Guard”; Georgia, ‘“ Vol- 
unteers’; Virginia, ‘‘ Volunteers’; Florida, 
“State Troops’; South Carolina, “* Volun- 
teer Troops,’ and Texas, ‘“ Volunteer 
Guard.” 

The total authorized strength is 184,848, 
which is 71,084 more than the organized 
strength. Oklahoma has the smallest force, 
(5600,) and New York the largest, (15,000.) 
In Idaho, Louisiana, Nevada, and Tennessee 
the force is not limited. Therefore in foot- 
ing up the above total the authorized 
strength of these States has been considered 
the same as the organized strength. 

The organized strength is 113,760. It is 
least in New Mexico, (861,) and greatest in 


New York, (13,000,) the average being near- 
ly 2,322. Alaska and Indian Territory have 
no militia. The actual strength is made up 
as follows:

COAST TOWNS WANT DEFENSES. 


War Department Thinks Their Dan- 
ger from Attack Is Small. 


WASHINGTON, March 81.—Many appli- 
cations are being received at the Engineers’ 
office of the War Department from small 
towns along the coast for the erection of 
some means of defense to withstand the as- 
saults of foreign ships in the event of war. 

The office is, however, powerless to com- 
ply with these requests, as there are no 
funds available for the purpose. The al- 


lotments so far received are being expended 
mainly on a number of fortifications already 
under way, as a result of the recommenda- 
tions of the Endicott board, made many 
years ago. 

In this connection the officials of the 
Engineer Corps call attention to the fact 
that for twenty-five years urgent appeals 
have been made to Congress for money to 
construct defensive works, but in many in- 
stances these requests have been ignored. 

They believe that all the money available 
should be expended on the larger cities, as 
the probability of attacks on the smaller 
towns, where the commercial interests are 
not great, is reasonably small. 


MILITIA REORGANIZATION BILL, 


Senator Hawley’s Measure Making 
Changes to be Reported Favorably. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The Senate’ 
Committee on Military Affairs to-day au- 
thorized a favorable report on Senator 
Hawley’s bill for the reorganization of the 
militia force of the United States. The 


bill is practically a codification of the laws 
relating to the militia, and while it does not 
make any material changes it makes a 
great many in matters of detail. 

It provides for an organized and a reserve 
militia, the latter to consist of all male 
citizens between eighteen and forty-five 
years of age who are not included in the 
organized corps or engaged in certain ex- 
empted caliings. 


Reported Sale of a Torpedo Station. 


NEWPORT. March 31.—It is reported here 
to-night that the Government has purchased 
from the American Ordnance Company their 
torpedo-testing station at Tiverton, to test 
Whitehead torpedoes instead of using the 
one at the torpedo station, where the bot- 
tom of the course is muddy and where 
chances for their loss are very great. In 
Tiverton the botton of the Seaconnett River 
is sandy and torpedoes drift and can easily 
be recovered. 


BIG BOOM IN THE SHIP MARKET, 


Government Will Be Forced to Look 
to England for Small Craft. 
WASHINGTON, March 81.—The American 
owners of ships are holding them at prices 
that seem to the Navy Department exorbi- 
tant, and it is not likely that any more 
vessels will be bought on this side unless 
they can be had on more reasonable terms. 
One ship owner, who offered to sell a ves- 
sel.to the department at the beginning of 
the crisis, when several yachts and tugs 
were being negotiated for, wrote to the de- 
partment to-day repeating his offer, but 
Taising his price 40 per cent. An official 
remarked that the greater the crisis the 
higher this man’s price has gone, his 
patriotism, it seems, being equal to the 


emergency. He was told that the ship 
would not be bought on any such terms. 

The department has in view several good 
vessels, but it has absolutely refused to 
Bive panic prices for them. The approach 
of war has bulled the ship market to an 
alarming extent, and has resulted in forc- 
ing the department to look to Europe for 
vessels that could otherwise be bought in 
this country. It is very probable that an 
order will go to England at once for pro- 
curing several good tugs, yachts, &c. 

The naval officials are attaching great im- 
ortance to this auxiliary fleet, although it 
S not yet entirely clear what use they will 
put it to in case of war. Most of the ships 
procured are practically worthless as fight- 
ers against war vessels, and they are not 
speedy enough for scout or dispatch boats, 
as they could not keep out of the way of 
cruisers or torpedo boats of the enemy. 
They would not be of much use, on the 
other hand, for the secondary line of de- 
fense inside harbors, because if any war 
vessel should run the gantlet of the big 
ships these little unprotected craft would 
hardly stop its course inside. It is sup- 
posed that the navy has some clearly-de- 
fined service in which to place these ships, 
or it would not be purchasing so many of 
them, but it is a little mysterious to naval 
officials, 


$500,000 FOR THD OLD MONITORS. 


Much Reliance Pliaced in the Heavy 
15-Inch Smooth Bore Guns, 


WASHINGTON, March 81.—The Navy De- 
partment has at last determined to put the 
old monitors at League Island in fighting 
trim. It authorized to-day the expenditure 
by the Bureaus of Construction and Repair 
and of Steam Engineering of $500,000 for 
this purpose. This sum is to be spent at 
once in repairing the hulls of the monitors, 
sheathing their decks to prevent leaking, 
and in putting in serviceable boilers to fit 
them for sea-going.

1896, when Minister Risley addressed a let- 
ter to Secretary Olney upon the subject, 
and another upon Jan. 18, 1896, in which 
he stated that the matter was again under 
discussion, The position of the Danish 
Government was that it would not seek to 
reopen the negotiations because of the dis- 
astrous failure in 1868, but would receive 
proposais made by the United States. It 
also appears that the matter was discussed 
by Secretary Olney and the Danish Min- 
ister, though no record of what took place 
was made. The negotiations in 1867 re- 
sulted in a treaty, which was never rati- 
fied by tke Senate. The purchase price, ac- 
cording to a quoted telegram from Secre- 
tary Seward, was $7,500,000 for St. John 
and St. Thomas. The Danish Government 
insisted upon a ratification of the sale by 
vote of the people of the islands, and this 
was finally conceded by this Government. 
Both islands almost unanimously voted in 
favor of the cession. The report states 
that the treaty was lost in the fierce storm 
of political hatred raging in this country in 
1868. 


NAVAL MILITIA TO BE READY. 


State Officers Will Be Asked to Drill 
the Organizations, 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The Navy De- 
partment to-day determined to have the na- 
val militia of the several States prepared 
for immediate service. This conclusion was 
the outcome of a consultation of members 
of the naval strategic board during the aft- 
ernoon. 

Letters will be sent to the Governors and 
to the Adjutant Generals of all States 
where there are naval militia organizations, 
asking them to set in motion the machin- 
ery for drilling and equipping the State or- 
ganizations promptly; they may be ready 
within a very few hours’ notice of a call 
to arms. Assistant Secretary Roosevelt has 
charge of all matters pertaining to the na- 
val militia, and he feels that the response 
to this request will be hearty and prompt. 

The officials express the hope that there 
will be a unanimous sentiment on the part 
of employers to give such of their men as 
are members of the militia free opportunity 
to join their commands. 


FORTY TARS SENT TO BROOKLYN, 


The Alliance and Essex to Furnish 
Apprentices for the Fleet. 


NEWPORT, R. I., March 81.—In response 
to orders from the Navy Department, Com- 
modore Kautz of the Newport Naval Sta- 
tion sent a detachment of forty men from 
the training ship Alliance to the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard to-night for duty on ships of 
the North Atlantic squadron. 

This order practically takes all the men 
from the Alliance save a skeleton working 
force. The vacancies were filled with fifty- 
four naval apprentices from the training 
set. It is now semi-officially reported that 
the Alliance will cruise in Narragansett 
Bay and supply apprentices to the various 
warships as demands may arise, The Hssex, 
due here in three weeks, will follow the 
same routine, 


WAR VESSELS AND THE LAKES. 


Our Right to Build Torpedo Boats 
There Raised in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, March 31—The suggestion 
that the treaty of 1818 between the United 
States and Canada be modified so that the 
building of warboats should be permitted 
on the great lakes aroused talk in Chicago 
to-day. In case such a change were made 
it is not unlikely that a host of torpedo 
boats and torpedo boat destroyers could be 
constructed here. 

President W. I. Brown of the Chicago 
Shipbuilding Company says he does not 
think the treaty even now would prevent 
the building of torpedo boats or rpedo

WORK AT THE NAVY YARD. 


Men Sent to League Island—The Hawk 
Comes Out of Dry Dock. 


An order was received at the navy yard 
here yesterday for sixty men to go to 
League Island, presumably for duty on the 
monitors being prepared for sea, and a de- 
tail of the number requested was promptly 
taken from the receiving ship Vermont. 

The steam yacht Hermione, rechristened 
the Hawk, was floated out of Dry Dock 
No. 2, and the tugs Edward Luckenbach 
and Walter Luckenbach took her place. 

The big Timber Dry Dock No. 3 is ready 
for the final test, which will probably be 
made to-morrow, so that the work of ree 
moving the cofferdam may be begun Mon- 
day.

The Situation Intensified.

complete her reconquest of Cuba you have 
made it absolutely necessary that you shall 
intervene in the cause of freedom. 

‘There may be time still to avert a war. 
Within the last forty-eight hours a repre- 
sentative of the Cuban Republic has said 
to me that they did not desire us to en- 
gage in war with Spain; that all they ask 
is that we recognize their independence, to 
give them the credit and standing to which 
they are entitled among the nations of the 
earth, and with their own strong arms and 
with their-own brave hearts they will 
achieve their independence. [Applause on 
the Democratic side.] They prefer that 
course, and I sympathize with the spirit 
which prompts them to prefer it 

‘Any people worthy to be free desire to 
achieve their own freedom, and if the Cuban 
people sought their freedom through Amer- 
ican arms I should doubt their ability to 
maintain it when it was given to them. 
They hope to have a national history. They: 
hope to have national heroes. They hope 
to teach their children, who, in turn, will 
teach their children and their children’s 
children, how Cuban patriots wrought out 
the problem of Cuban freedom. [Applause 
on the Democratic side.] Where is there 
the man who does not sympathize with that 
lofty sentiment? 


Cubans Ask Only Recognition. 


“A representative of the Cuban republic 
said to me with great frankness and feeling: 
‘We do not seek to involve the United 
States in war with Spain. It is unnecessary. 
Give us a recognition of our independence, 
so that we can obtain arms and heavy ar- 


tillery, and in thirty days we will put an 
army of 100,000 Cuban patriots in the field, 
and in thirty days more the flag of Spain 
will be trailing in the dust of Cuba.’ [Ap- 
plause on the Democratic side.] That is 
pee spirit. Why do we not meet them in 
t? 

“War? You invite it with all its horrors. 
I know the horrors as well as the gentleman 
from Indiana, [Mr. Johnson.] I witnessed 
its desolation. My father and my kinsmen 
came back from the battlefields rendered 
historic by the courage of those who wore 
the blue as well as those who wore the 
gray. When they turned from Appomattox, 
where they had left everything except their 
honor, they came back, and on every hand 
they witnessed the horrors and desolations 
of war. Where they had left a happy home 
7 found a mass of charred and blackened 
ruins. 

“We do not want war. We have twice 
offered you the opportunity to avoid it. 
But, Mr. Chairman, we might as well be 
frank. If it takes a war to free the island 
of Cuba, mv voice, and the voice of those 
with whom I have the honor to sit, is ‘ Cuba 
free’ without a war if possible. ‘ Cuba 
free’ with a war if necessary.” [Prolonged 
applause on the Democratic side.] 


No Idea of Buying Cuba’s Liberty. 


Mr. Grosvenor, (Rep., Ohio,) whose utter- 
ances are significant owing to his close 
friendship with the Administration, ans- 
wered Mr. Bailey. He said he did not intend 


to reply 'to the argument of the gentleman 
from Texas, but he felt a very strong de- 
gree of sympathy for him. 

“When,” said he, “a man has been for 
nearly a year trying to play a game of 
politics on the question of war and has 
failed, and has finally made an exhibition—a 
futile effort—in that direction, unparalleled 
in 'the history of this body, it becomes pa- 
thetic when he talks about a war and a war 
that will never happen. I rose to point out 
ene or two absurd statements constantly 
repeated in ‘the newspapers, and which 
found an echo in the voice of the gentleman 
from Texas. 

“He warns this side that if the Presi- 
dent attempts to force the Cubans to buy 
their freedom hell will break loose in about 
fifteen seconds on the Democratic side. 
[Laughter on the Republican side.] Nobody 
proposes to force Cuba to buy their inde- 
pendence. It is like a tale told by the idiots, 
full of sound and fury and full of nothing. 
There is no such proposition by, to. or from 
the Administration, and the whole idle prat- 
tle of this character in the newspapers 
has been just so much folly and nonsense, 
and yet a statesman, leader of a great 
division upon this floor, rises and solemnly 
warns the Republican side of this House 
that if the President drives Cuba to buy 
her independence, they will go to work to 
prevent it. Nobody has attempted it; it is 
an idle dream of somebody and talk of the 
newspapers. 


Negotiations Not Understood, 


“ Again, what does the gentleman know 
about how far the matters have progressed 
between the United States as the intermedi- 
ary source of diplomacy and Spain and 
Cuba on the other side? The gentleman 


from Texas did say yesterday that he be- 
lieved the President of the United States 
was trying to force it upon the Cubans 
and to-day he said he knew it. Now, I 
rose simply to say that the gentleman is 
wholly mistaken. If he has suvh informa- 
tion from an authoritative source he ought 
to make it public. The time has come in 
this country when misunderstanding of 
what is going on is doing more harm than 
on ae of the people who do under- 
stand.”’ 

“Will the gentleman state,” interposed

the men at the head of affairs. The jour- 
nals of the civilized world this morning 
have spoken with stronger terms of in- 
dorsement than ever before of the attitude 
and action of the people of the United 
States; and in that connection One and all 
of the English-speaking journals put it for- 
ward as the cardinal idea that ba must 
be free, and that we would make her free. 
[Applause.] 


The United States to Intervene. 


“As the gentleman from Pennsylvania 
has said, ‘War will keep.’ Let us stand 
together and cease this attempt at political 
capital. [Applause.] It is unworthy of a 
great political party, it is unworthy of any 


gentleman who wants to be the leader in 
this House. or the next. He cannot climb 
the ladder by attempting to go up a rope 
of that character loosely suspended from 
the top.

Cuba is independent and shall be free, but 
accompany tthat declaration with an army 
and a navy to make our declaration worth 
something. [Applause.] 


The Country Not Betrayed. 


“What means the mighty demonstration 
of war that is being made\in this country? 
What does it mean when every arsenal, of 
whatever kind or shape, when every navy 
yard and every appliance in the country 


is working night and day, irrespective of 
price, to forge the engines of war? What 
does it mean? What is the United States 
going to do? Is it going to make a ‘ shilly- 
shally’ declaration that the Cubans are 
free and ‘then let them go to the devil in 
the clutch of the Spanish nation? [Ap- 
plaise.] 

“My countrymen, you have not been be- 
trayed by your Administration, or deceived 
by it. [Applause on the Republican side.] 
That Administration is in touch with the 
highest inspiration and the best motives of 
patriotic citizens throughout the whole land, 
and if the people—with the help of the 
Democratic Party if we can get it, or with- 
out its help if we cannot get it, but we 
will get it—I say with the help of the Dem- 
ocratic Party, without its engineering our 
machinery on the floor of this house, in due 
time—at an early time, too—the people of 
this country will shout in praise of a Re- 
publican Administration that will carry into 
execution the power, the will, and the edict 
of the American people. {Prolonged ap- 
plause on the Republican side.]

QUIET DAY IN THE SENATE. 


Resolution Asking for Cuban Consu- 
lar Reports Recommitted After 
Discussion—Other Matters. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Frye, (Rep., Me.,) who reported 
yesterday from the Committee on For- 
eign Relations a resolution calling upon 
the President for the Cuban Consular re- 
ports, requested that the resolution lie on 
the table until the committee desired to 
call it up. He added that the committee 
was engaged constantly in work, and there 
were reasons why the resolution should 
not be considered in the absence of the 
committee. 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) objected to 
the making of “any such contract as sug- 


gested.”’ 

Mr. Frye then moved that the resolution 
be recommitted to the Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

Mr. Allen (Pop.,: Neb.,) followed this mo- 
tion with a speech, in the course of 
which he said: ‘If I could have my way, I 
would instantly recall our Minister to Ma- 
drid and hand to the Spanish Minister 
here his passports.” 

Mr. Allen said he was opposed to the 
general policy of the President of the Unit- 


ed States, but as one of.the representatives 
in the Senate of a great State he was 
willing to give him his support in a proper 
solution of the Cuban problem, for he felt 
that all political considerations at a time 
like this ought to be laid aside and men 
of all a should stand together. He 
believed that in a few more days we should 
witness the Cuban flag, ‘“‘ consecrated by 
hundreds of thousands of lives, waving in 
triumph over the island.” 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) soon after the 
conclusion of Mr. Allen’s speech precipitated 
a lively scene. He thought the action of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations indi- 
cated some doubt and indecision. Yester- 
day the committee thought a new call for 
the Consular reports ought te be made; 
pean 4 it thought the call ought to be with- 

awn. 

“The first call,” said Mr. Chandler, “‘ was 
made in a resolution presented by the Sen- 
ator from Alabama (Mr. Morgan) on Feb. 
14. On the following day at 9:40 P. M. an 
answer to that call for information came 
from Spain ’’—a significant reference to the 
Maine disaster. 

Mr. Chandler thought the Senate and the 
country were not without information. They 
had been informed of the conditions in 
Cuba by members of the Senate, who had 
seen with their own eyes and heard with 
their own ears all the horrors in Cuba. 
They had rendered the greatest possible 
service to the country and to humanity. 

“T have the fullest confidence in the Com- 
mitfee oa Foreign Relations,” said Mr. 
Chandler. ‘I have confidence that the 
President intends to age a patriotic and 
righteous course in the present emergency, 
and I shall thank God when he reaches a 
eonclusion of some sort or another. There- 
fore, I am not in rebellion as yet against 
the powers that be. I await upon the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, but I do 
think that, as that committee deemed it 
advisable yesterday to make a second call 
for the consular correspondence, and has 
now reached the conclusion that the second 
call should not be made, the committee 
ought to give us some reason for the de- 


y. 

“The confidence expressed by the Senator 
in the Committee on Foreign Relations,” 
replied Mr. Frye, sarcastically, ‘“‘ renders 
any rome to hig remarks unnecessary. The 
committee is acting advisedly in asking 
that the resolution go over, and the com- 
mittee will endeavor to entitle itself to that 
which the Senator from 
has so eloquently expressed.” 

c then renewed his motion to re- 
commit resolution to the committee, 

“I shall not object,” sharply responded

NO ACTION BY COMMITTEE. 


Capt. Sigsbee Before That on Foreign 
Relations—A General Expression 
for Cuban Independence. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Capt. Sigsbee 
of the Maine and Capt. Barket, Secretary 
Long’s naval aide, who went to Key West 
after the explosion on behalf of the depart- 
ment, were before the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations for an hour at the after- 
noon sitting. Both were examined in detail 
‘in regard to the condition and strength of 
our navy in the vicinity of Havana, and 
Capt, Sigsbee was questioned as to his opin- 
ion and knowledge of the Maine catastro- 
phe. His story was not materially different 
from that detailed to the naval court of in- 
quiry, but the fact that it was given per- 


sonally to the members of the committee 
and included personal deductions made a 
visible impression upon the members. 

Capt. Sigsbee did not express a conviction 
in so many words that the disaster was the 
result of treachery on the part of the Span- 
ish, but after the committee had concluded 
its hearing one of its members expressed 
his belief that the explosion was due to that 
agency. The purpose in taking the testi- 
mony of these naval officers is to incorpor- 
ate their statements in a report the com- 
mittee will make in case it finds it neces- 
sary to report a resolution for intervention. 
This report will be in the nature of a state- 
ment to the country goetityiog the position 
taken, and it is considered desirable to sup- 
port this with an array of pertinent facts 
which will go far to convince the American 
people and the civilized world of the jus- 
tice of the course taken. 

When the report which was circulated 
during the afternoon, to the effect that 
Spain had rejected the proposals of the 
United States, was brought to the atten- 
tion of the committee, Senator Davis went 
to the Senate Chamber, and asked that 
there should be no adjournment until Mon- 
day, as had been contemplated. This led 
to the surmise that in case the report of 
Spain’s refusal should be verified, the com- 
mittee might bring in its report to-morrow. 
It was stated later, however, that the com- 
mittee had not changed its plans, and that 
it probably would wait upon the President 
= least until Monday, if he should so de- 
sire. 

There is no doubt that the committee is 
prepared to report very speedily in case 
it should feel called upon to do so. There 
has been no poll of the committee and no 
formulation of a resolution, but there has 
been a very general expression of views. 
This expression has so far taken the shape 
of a recognition of the independence of the 
Cubans, together with a declaration for 
intervention sufficient to guarantee this in- 
dependence, and the best opinion is that 
such a resolution will be the ultimate re- 
sult of the committee’s deliberations if 
Spain insists upon continuing the Cuban 
war and holding the island. 

The committee is proceeding upon abso- 

lute information as to the character of the 
negotiations between this country .and 
Spain, and this is to the effect that the 
independence of Cuba is made the one es- 
sential consideration of the negotiations. 
‘ The House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
adjourned at noon to-day until Monday 
without action. There was a general ex- 
change of views, and it was decided that 
it was only fair to the Administration to 
give it the few days asked to see if the 
demands the President has made will be 
——— to by Spain before taking aggressive 
action. 

The Democrats of the committee attempt- 
ed to force immediate action; but the Re- 
publicans, standing by their agreement of 
yesterday to wait until Monday, steadily 
set their faces against having their hands 
forced before that time.

DR. LESSER BACK FROM CUBA. 


He Says the Stories of Starvation Are 
True. 


Dr. A. S, Lesser, surgeon in chief of the 
Red Cross Society, and his wife, Mrs. Bet- 
tina Lesser, Known in Cuba as Sister Bet- 
tina, has arrived in this city from Cuba. 
They give a frightful picture of the suf- 
fering among the reconcentrados, but 
say that it is now greatly diminished 
owing to the relief work of the Red 


Cross Society. Dr. Lesser said that it 
was entirely true that of 400,000 recon- 
centrados, 200,000 had already died. He 
said that when he reached Havaria, five 
weeks ago, the ple were dying as much 
from the first feeding as from starvation. 
They were in such a debilitated state that 
much care had to be exercised in giving 
them food. 

*“ As to the statement that the officers of 
the Red Cross Society have not enjoyed any 

rivileges in Cuba,”’ said Dr. Lesser, “‘ and 
have been hampered in their work, I am 
bound to state that they are not true. All 
the stories that we have had trouble are 
assumptions. I do not speak as a sympa- 
thizer with Spain, but it is true that the 
Spaniards have not hindered our work. 

hen I left the island there was not the 
slightest danger threatening the Americans 
there, Gen. Blanco is a noble man. He is 
eertainly concerned about the sufferings of 
the reconcentrados. Once when Miss Clara 
Barton and I were talking with him, and 
Miss Barton mentioned several instances of 
their sufferings, Gen. Blanco was moved to 
tears.”’ 


CHICAGO ORCHESTRA’S LOSS, 


It Reaches Home After Having Some 
Instruments Smashed in a Wreck. 


CHICAGO, March 31.—The Chicago Or- 
chestra has returned from the East intact, 
with the exception of six double basses and 
a violoncello, which were destroyed in a 
collision a few miles east of Buffalo Tues- 
day night.

Gen. Blanco Directs the People to 
Return to Their Homes in 
Four Western Provinces. 


HELP TO RESUME FARM WORK 


Work on Public Improvements to be 
Secured for the Country People— 
Extraordinary War Credit 
for the Expense. 


HAVANA, March 31.—Captain General 
Blanco has issued an important decree, 
dated March 30 and published this morn- 
ing, in which he directs the end of the 
reconcentration in the four western prov- 
inces, Pinar del Rio, Havana, Matanzas, 
and Santa Clara, 

The preamble sets forth that the pacifi- 
eation of said provinces having been con- 
siderably advanced by the combined action 
of arms and the natural effect of the estab- 
lishment of autonomy, in giving security 
to the country, also making possible the 
advancement of the sugar, tobacco, and 
food crops, it also being near the time 
when the minor plantings give the means 
of living to the laboring classes and peas- 
ants, also believing the time has come to 
resume the normal conditions in the towns 
and villages, to do away with the causes of 
suffering among the people, to remove as 
far as possible all the effects of the recon- 
centration, and further to give complete 
liberty to all the country people to return 
to such places as they desire, to do such 
labor as they may select, this order is is- 
sued. 

The preamble further says that for the re- 
concentrados who, being without resources 
or instruments with which to labor, remain 
in the towns or centres previously set apart 
for their use, the Colonial Government will 
with great urgency propose to the Governor 


General a plan of relief. In this plan the 
Mayors and Alecaldes are expected to take 
part, establishing soup kitchens, &c., and 
doing all in their power to terminate the 
existing misery. 

Then follow the five articles, carrying out 
what is set forth in the preamble: é 

Article 1.—After the publication of this 
ordgr the reconcentrados and their families 
will be allowed to return home in the four 
provinces given above. 

Article 2.—Orders all relief committees 
and civil and military authorities to facili- 
tate the workings of the decree, and also 
to aid the reconcentrados in selecting and 
securing ‘new houses. 

Article 3.—Directs the Colonial Govern- 
ment, through its Secretaries and minor 
officers, to prepare to execute all necessary 
orders, to secure for the country people 
work on public improvements, and also to 
give food, by economical kitchens, to all 
the suffering, attention being called to those 
on the small country estates. 

Article 4—All the expenses over and 
above the funds now in the hands of the 
committees are to be provided for uuder the 
head of an extraordinary war credit. 

Article 5.—All former orders of reconcen- 
tration are abrogated. 


BLANCO’S RELIEF MEASURES. 


No Attempt to Conceal the Suffering 
in Cuba in a Report to the 
Spanish Legation. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The Spanish 
Legation has received full. reports from 
Captain General Blanco from the Govern- 
ors of all the provinces of Cuba, and from 
the Alcaldes and Chiefs of Police of the 
principal cities, as to the condition of the 
reconcentrados. It is an elaborate treat- 
ment of this subject by the officers directly 
in charge, and gives the situation fully 
from their standpoint. It is noteworthy 
that they do not seek to minimize the dread- 
ful condition of these people, but endeavor 
to show that they are doing their ut- 
most to alleviate the misery and misfor- 
tune which exists. 

Gen. Blanco’s report is in substance as 
follows: 

“In the midst of the painful impression 
caused by the situation of the reconcentra- 
dos, it is some satisfaction to note the 
great improvement in their condition as 
compared with what it was four or five 
months ago. In response to the keen inter- 
est which the home Government has shown 
in the matter, this Government has endeav- 
ored from the very first in every possible 
way to alleviate so much misery and mis- 


fortune. The cities, overfilled with men, 
women, and children without work. were 
unable to sustain a population of consum- 
ers who produced nothing; the destruction 
and pillage of so many small hamlets by 
the insurgents compelled the unfortunate 
inhabitants to seek refuge in the towns to 
save their lives, the only thing possible to 
be saved from this wanton and barbarous 
destruction, which had reduced them to a 
state of the most intense wretchedness. In 
Puerto Principe near all the reconcentra- 
dos were of this class. The maladies origi- 
nated by this crowding together of human 
beings, and the fatal belief in an inevitable 
death, combined to take away from many 
the necessary energy to struggle for life, 
and to discourage private charity, which 
considered itself impotent, without a de- 
cided help from official charity. Other and 
sadder considerations may be made to ex- 
plain a certain ve resistance among 
some elements which regarded every recon- 
centrado as an enemy more or less dis- 
guised. The result of all this was the truly 
formidable problem presented, all the grav- 
er from the fact that it was a necessity of 
immediate urgency, 


Relief Measures Taken by Spain. 

“The disposition of this Government was 
directed to attack the evil at its source, By 
the decree of Nov. 14 last the return of all 
the reconcentrados to their homes was per- 
mitted, and they were authorized at the 
game time to carry arms to defend their 
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property. In this the cities were relieved of 
a large part of their abnormal populatio4 
and a check given to the diseases produced 
iby overcrowding. Committees of help wera 
organized, intervention in them being given 
to the clergy, doctors, and all the most use 
ful and respectable elements. Official char- 
ity a few days after the establishment of 
these juntas provided them with resources, 
handing over $100,000 the 28d of November - 
and $50,000 the 2d of March. The Govern- 
ors and Alcaldes were called upon to show 
their seal by giving a good example, an ap- 
peal to which these authorities responded 
with an interest worthy of all praise. In this 
‘way was private charity encouraged and en- 
abled to organize its own protective com< 
mittees, economic kitchens, and charitable 
associations which distribute relief rson~- 
ally and contribute powerfully to relfeve tha 
suffering. 

“As a result of all this public spirit began 
to rise again, confidence iwas renewed, and 
at the same time a disposition to work be- 
gan to prevail. In Santa Clara there are 
actually a large number of éthese unhappy 
beings occupied in field labor. In order to 
avoid the overcrowding which was found to 
occur when the laborers returned to the 
towns after the day’s work, huts were erect« 
eded for them in the cultivated zone with 
very excellent results. In Pinar del Rio 
five villages are being reconstructed and ef- 
fective means are being taken to increase 
and encourage agricultural labor. In San- 
tiago de Cuba the cultivated zones are in 
perfect condition; those of San Luis, Sorgo, 
and Canery may be cited as models. In 
Matanzas ten thousand free railway tickets 
‘were given to the reconcentrados who re- 
turned to their old homes. Gradually the 
gravity of the crisis is passing away, but 
owing to the height it obtained this cannot 
be accomplished in a brief time. 


American Relief Appreciated, 


“Apart from any preconceived idea it is 
only just to admit that the help which 
comes from the United Statesis also a power- 
ful means of relief in the actual circum- 
stances. The Governor of this province (Ha-< 


vana) calculates $40,000 as the value of tha 
provisions, clothes, medicines, &c., distributed 
in this city during the month of February, 
which have contributed to the relief of the 
excessive number of reconcentrados here. 

“Tt is sad to note that the population has 
diminished, but it must be remembered that 
this is by no means due exclusively to want 
and misery. The emigration which oc- 
curred in some cities was enormous; im San- 
tiago de Cuba alone 12,000 passports have 
been signed. The official statistics also 
show that the high rates of mortality are 
not due in many cases to ‘the absence of 
provisions. It has been observed ‘that the 
largest number of deaths occur upon the 
arrival from the country of new groups of 
reconcentrados, who, unwilling to take the 
advice of doctors in their debilitated state, 
eat the raucho that the thoughtless charity 
of the soldiers makes them proffer, in many 
cases with fatal results. 

**T will say in conclusion that 'the situation 
has improved much, and that the most 
acute point of the crisis has passed. The 
problem, however, is not yet solved, nor 
can this be done immediately, because the 
majority of the persons dependent on public 
and private charity at the present moment 
are children and women whose future has 
to be assured. 

“A state of war invariably leaves deep 
scars, and much work and time are neces- 
aary, to repair the damage done in a single 

ay.” 


Governors of Provinces Report. 


Accompanying the report of Gen. Blancs 
are reports from the Governor of Matanzas 
Province, Francisco d’Armas; the Governor 
of Santa Clara Province, Marcus Garcia. 
and from the Governors of Havana and 
Pinar del Rio. The Governors give the 
technical condition of the reconcentrados 
in the several provinces, the expenditure 
of funds, establishment of relief kitchens, 
&c. Gov. d’Armas says the havoc began 
when the fertile fields of Matanzas were 
invaded by the insurgents in 1895, desolating 
the land and leaving the people out of work. 
He admits that the reconcentrados decree 
of 1893, instead of diminishing the evils, aug- 
mented them. Gov. Garcia of Santa Clara 
gives the particulars of the relief measures 
adopted. The Governor of Pinar del Rio 
gives a list of reconcentrados in the vil- 
lages of his province to whom rations are 
issued. He states the number of these re- 
concentrados to be 15,686, of whom 8,427 are 
over fourteen years of age. The suffering 
has not been as intense in this province as 
in others, as the people have secured work 
and have been allowed to carry their rifles. 
The Chief of Police of Matanzas says the 
situation has improved notably since the 
reconcentrados are securing work. The 
worst feature of the situation seems to be 
that while men are relieved by getting 
work, the women and children are still a 
charge on the community. .The suffering 
is greatest in this class, and the efforts 
toward relief are mainly directed to the 
women and children. 


VITRIOL THROWER IN PATERSON 


PATERSON, N. J., March 31.—Mrs, Kate 
Hill, thirty-six years old, a widow, living on 
Auburn Street, was frightfully burned about 
the face with vitriol thrown last night by. 
an unknown man, who escaped after com- 
mitting the act. Mrs. Hill had been an-« 
noyed by the man for a long time, but made 
no complaint to the police, not wishing to 
have her name appear in the papers. 

Last night the man was waiting for her in 
front of her home. As soon as she appeared 
he stepped up to her and quickly threw the 
vitriol into her face. Mrs. Hill was nearly 
blinded, and while she stodd screaming the 
man disappeared. A area quickly sum- 
moned, found that Mrs, Hill had been deeply 
burned by the acid. She suffered awful 
agony through the night, and will be dis- 
figured for life. 

The police are scouring the country-for the 
vitriol thrower.

Cuban Freedom Will Be Granted by 
Spain Without War, a Down- 
Town Business Man Says. 


THE GROUNDS OF HIS BELIEF 


France and the Vatican, He Believes, 
Will Influence Her to Yield—A 
Member of the Junta Agrees 
with This View. 


“Cuba will be free and there will be no 
war.” Thus spoke yesterday a down-town 
busineSs man who has extensive connec- 
tions with the countries of Europe. “I do 


not say this,” he added, “because I’ am 


intrusted with inside secrets of matters of 
state,:.but only because I believe that such 
knowledge as I have enables me to judge of 
the situation and the probabilities. 

“The powers in Europe which exert the 
greatest influence in Spain are those, which 
have the greatest interests In that coun- 
try. We huve already heard. the pacific 
words of Premier Hanotaux of France, and 
we have been told that Ambassador Cam- 
bon has called at the State Department. 
The only interest that France has.in the 
question {g a financial one. A large amount 
of the Spanish bonds are held in ‘France.

“When Cuba is free,’”’ said Mr. Benoit, 
“there will be no holder of these bonds 
who will object to having his identity 
known. Gen. Palma was authorized in 1896 
to issue $3,000,000 of Cuban bonds, payable 
ten years after the evacuation of Cuba, with

CORRESPONDENT MUSGRAVHD’S CASE. 


British Consul General at Havana 
Makes Inquiries About Him. 


HAVANIA, March 31.—British Consul Gen- 
eral Golian said to-night that he called to- 
day on Dr. José Congosto, the Secretary 
General, with reference to Mr. George C. 
Musgrave, the American correspondent, who 
was deported yesterday, being sent on 
steamer Buenos Ayres, 
bound for Cadiz, and that Dr. Congosto. in- 
formed him that Mr. Musgrave was not a 
prisoner on the ship. 

No orders had been given to ‘prevent his 
taking his baggage with him. Mr. Mus- 
grave, Dr. Congosto said, would not be al- 
lowed to land at Puerto Rico or the Ca- 
nary Islands, but moment he set foot on 
Spanish soil at Cafiiz he would be a free 
man. Dr. Congosto added that there was 
rothing to oe sending word by wire 
te Puerto ico, instructing some one to 
meet Mr. Musgrave -there on the arrival of 
the steamer and to provide him with cloth- 
ing and money. 


ARANGUREN’S CAPTOR WOUNDED. 


lieut. Col. Benedicto Shot in the Back 
at Guanabacoa, 


HAVANA, March 31,—It is announced 
that Lieut. Col. Benedicto, who commanded 
the Spanish forces which killed the insur- 
gent leader Aranguren, has been wounded 
by a revolver shot in the back while visit- 
ing the house of Dr. Francisco Vidal, at 
Guanabacoa. A colored man who fired the 
shot succeeded in escaping. 

Aranguren was the insurgent chief who 
caused the execution of Lieut. Col. Ruiz, 
the aide de camp of Capt. Gen. Blanco, who 
visited the camp of the insurgents with 
eecgostens of surrender in the latter part 
of December last. Aranguren was surprised 
and killed about a month later. 


ANSWER TO EDWARD J. PHELPS. 


Charles Henry Butler Replies to Him 
on the Cuban Question, 


Chartes Henry Butler has issued an open 
letter to ex-Minister E. J. Phelps in re- 
sponse to the public letter on thé Cuban 
question recently written by the latter to 
ex-Gov. Levi P. Morton. 

Mr, Butler denies the contention of Mr. 
Phelp? that it is a recognized canon of in- 
ternational law that nothing but a nation’s 
interest or honor justifies interference in the 
affairs of another nation, and quotes au- 
thorities to support his view. ‘“ Grotius,” 
says Mr. Butler, “first admitted that hu- 
manity and civilization were important ele- 
ments in national affairs, and Maine tells 
us how his then novel volume resulted in 
the suspension of Louis XIV.’s famous or- 
der of refusal of quarter to the Dutch; be- 
cause all the powers of that day had experi- 
enced a realizing sense that war must not 
be unnecesarily cruel, and that they had a 
right to pe heard even if not involved. 

**Vattel, in the last century, held that a 
foreign power has a right to succor an op- 
pressed people who implore its assistance 
when from good reasons they take up arms 
against an oppressor, and that ‘it is but 
an act of justice and generosity to assist 
ae men in the defense of their lMber- 

es,’” 

Mr. Butler quotes Theodore D, Woolsey, in 
saying: “‘ Elizabeth of England sent aid to 
the revolted Hollanders on religious grounds 
and .Cromwell’s threats slackened the per- 
secution of the Waldenses by the Duke of 
Savoy. In modern times, the interference 
of Great Britain, France, and Russia on 
behalf of the Greeks in 1827, and of Russia 
on behalf of the Bulgarians fifty years 

were avowedly dictated by motives 
of humani.y.” Woolsey, Mr.- Butler added 
commends them on that score. W. E. Hall 
and Wheaton are other authors quoted in 
support of intervention for humanity.

MR. ROOSEVELT POINTS A MORAL. 


He Says $25,000,000 Two Years Ago 
Would Have Saved $50,000,000 Now. 
BOSTON, March 31.—The Journal’s Wash- 

ington correspondent talked with Assistant 

Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt to-day, 

who said: 

“If there remains any person so unwise 
as to think a navy can be improvised or 
even materially enlarged or made more 
effective: at the last moment, the events of 
the month that is just passed should un- 
deceive him; ‘This applies as much to the 
personnel as to the materiel. Of course a 
number of recruits can be added, but the 
bulk of the fighting must be done by the 
men already in the service. 

“The Navy Department has sought in 
every part of the world to get ships, with 
the result so far of one fair-sized cruiser

If the course vo- 
cated by Senater Lodge had been followed 
at that time, we should now have a Vorpedo 
fleet much more powerful than that of the 
Spaniards ins of not having a single 
torpedo boat destroyer which could be pitted 
against the o boats, and this 
great increase in fhe efficiency of our serv- 
ice would have been sustained for rather less 
cost than the makeshift ‘tugs and yachts 
which we are now obliged to get. More- 
over, the torpedo boat destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats would have represented a perma- 
nent increase of strength to our naval force. 
So it is with taking vessels like the St. 
Louis and New York of.the American Line. 
It will be enormously expensive to fit them 
out, and by no possibility could they be em- 
ployed against any real fighting ships. The 
services on which they would be employed 
would necessitate their being able to run, 
and they could be trusted to fight only weak 
warships. 

. “The advocates of parsimony in naval 
and mili affairs would do well to re- 
flect that the expenditure of $25,000,000 two 
or three years ago would have rendered it 
quite needless to expend $50,000,000 now.”’

I do not expect to meet or confer 
with any one on any matter relating to public 
affairs, nor will I give any interview relating to 
the Cuban or any other matter. 

No one has been authorized to express my 
views. That work I always do for myself when 
I think it needs doing. I feel a grave. and solicit- 
ous interest in our relations with Spain, but I 
am not charged with the responsibility of con- 
ducting them, and would not on any. account say 
or do anything that — embarrass those who 
are. The President and Congress will, I hope, 
continue in those relations of confidence and 
harmony that are essential in such a crisis. It 
would be very grievous and very injurious if they 
should fall apart, 

I am sure that I can serve my country best by 
keeping silent just now, and perhaps others might 
help in the same way. I shall be in New York 
and shall be busy.

Formidable Earthquake Which 
Passed Under San Francisco Did 
Much Damage to Buildings.

NARROW ESCAPES REPORTED 


United States Navy Yard Buildings 
Demolished, but the Charleston in 
Dry Dock Escapes—No Lives 
Lost—1,700 Government 
Employes Idle. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 31.—This city 
and a portion of the State were shaken 
at 11:43 o’clock last night by the most 
severe earthquake experienced here since 
1868, when several persons were killed, This 
time, however, no fatalities have been re- 
ported. 

Five families narrowly escaped being 
buried in wreckage by the collapse of the 
tenement 445 Clementina Street, which fol- 
lowed the rocking tremor. Propped up on 
the frailest supports, with practically no 
foundation, the flimsy structure sank three 
feet below the sidewalk in shifting sand, 
and now stands a misshapen mass,.ready to 
tumble like a pack of cards at the first 
disturbance. The oceupants, most of them 
awakened from sleep, were caught as in a 
trap. Doors, warped out of shape, would 
not open, and windows were jammed. While 
the wildest excitement prevailed within, 
neighbors, attracted by the crash and the 


screams of women and children, were doing 
their best to liberate the unfortunate pris- 
oners. 

The doors were finally burst open, and 
the women, many of them scarcely able 
to walk, were conveyed across the way 
and cared for by friends. All were luckily 
got out without injury, except W. F. Howe, 
who was badly jammed by falling timbers; 
Mrs. J. N. Davis, seventy-five years old, and 
Mrs. Herman Kaiser, the latter an inva- 
lid, had to be carried from their wrecked 
homes. 

A house at Fifth and Tehama Streets was 
thrown down and the great crane at Gar- 
rett’s foundry was sent’ crashing to the 

- ground. 

Along the water front and among the 
shipping in the harbor the shock was very 
severe. Windows were broken, glasses and 
crockery were shattered in the saloons and 
residences, and exciting personal experi- 
ences were related by many. Out on the 
bay a violent tidal wave lifted small boats 
high upon its crest and threatened death 
to their occupants. 

In the Strathmore House, on Larkin and 
Fulton Streets, the plaster was shaken off 
the walls by the severity of the shock. 

The old Supreme Court Building, on the 
corner of McAllister and Larkin Streets, 
was shaken up considerably, the visible 
signs of the seismic visitation being one 
chimney tilted at an angle of 15 degrees 
from the perpendicular and another turned 
almost completely around from its original 
position, 

In the Merchants’ Exchange a quantity 
of plaster was shaken down, but no great 
Gamage was done. 

The nineteen-story Claus Spreckels Build- 
ing was not injured in the least, though it 
swayed like a great tree in a storm. At 
least 100 stores south of Market Street 
suffered severely, chiefly by-the breaking of 
frail articles. 

At the store of H. Van Costelbeck, on 
Market Street, several hundred dollars 
worth of interior decorations were injured. 

The drug store of E. Happensburger, on 
the northwest corner of Mission and Sixth 
Streets, was damaged severely. The rear 
room was 2 mass of broken bottles, the 
mixed contents of which almost flooded the 
store. 

The entire electric light system on all 
the floors of the White House, on Kear- 
ney Street, was thrown on by the vibration 
and the building was brilliantly flluminat- 
ed. Telegraph and telephone wires were 
badly crossed, and communication was in- 
terrupted. 

In the Winchester House, 44 Third Street, 
the windows broke, walls and ceilings 
cracked, scattering broken glass and plas- 
ter. A coil-oil lamr was upset in the house 
of Mrs. Hayes, 173 Minnesota Street. The 
oil was ignited, but was soon extinguished. 

The shock was apparently confined to 
Northern California, the soutnern part of 
the State reporting this morning that no 
shock was felt there. Vallejo and Mare 
Island suffered much damage, the loss at 
the Navy Yard being estimated at not less 
than $25,000. The Naval Hospital was 
wrecked and the Government sawmill 
blown down. In the town of Vallejo, just 
aeross the channel, the loss runs into the 
thousands. At the University of California 
in Berkeley the seismagraph at the stu- 
dents’ eeaeeeeeery. shows that the shock 
lasted between thirty and forty seconds. 
The general direction of the vibration was 
from east to west. The instrument shows 
that the shock was very heavy in a small 
area. A slight vertical vibration was also 
recorded by the ‘nstrument. 


DAMAGE AT MARE ISLAND. 


Government Property Valued at $150,- 
000 Destroyed. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Information 
received at the Navy Department from San 
Francisco shows that the yard at Mare Isl- 
and suffered severely from last night’s 
earthquake shock. The sawmill and paint 
shop of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair was entirely destroyed and consid- 
erable other damage done. The Charleston 
is‘ in dry dock, and, it appears, has sus- 


tained no serious damage. Commodore 
Hichborne, Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, says the loss sus- 
tained will result in a menth’s set-back to 
the work in hand. Only two of the build- 
ings escaped damage. 

A conservative estimate of the damage 
done by the earthquake shock at the navy 
yard is placed at $150,000. All departments 
have ceased work, except that of Equipment 
and the Yards and Dock. Seventeen hun- 
Ared employes of the yard are idle. 


THE GLEDHILL COMMITTEE.

When the Gledhill Investigating Commit- 
tee, appointed by the New Jersey Assembly 
to inquire into alleged official corruption in

Among the witnesses cited to ap- 
pear were a number of employes of the in- 
dicted Freeholders, Sheriff William Heller, 


and Richard Judge, who was accused of 
having acted as a fake policeman in the 
service cf James McNally, the “‘ green goods 
king,’’ and whose duty it was to frighten 
“come backs” out of the city, had been 
cited, but tne Sheviff, on the advice of his 
counsel, A. L. McDermott, did not appear.

SAYS HIS AGE IS 126. 


Raby *s in a Jersey Poorhouse— 


Heard Washington Make a Speech. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., March 31.— 
The distinction of having attained the age 
of 126 years will fall to Noah Raby, an in- 
mate of the Piscataway Township poor- 
house, near here, to-morrow, if his story is 
correct, 

Raby says he was born April 1, 1772, at 
Eatontown, Gates County, N: C, His father 
was a North American Indian named 
Andrew Bass. His mother was a native of 
South Carolina, In early manhood, he says, 
he fell in love, and finally went to sea to 
cure his passion, and was on the Brandy- 
wine for a time. He left the service be- 
fore the war of 1812 broke out. The enlist- 
ment papers of the Brandywine were 
burned when the British destroyed Wash- 
ington in the war, so this part of Noah’s 
story cannot be corroborated. 

The old man is positive that he heard 
Gen. George Washington speak when_ he 
was @ young man. He says it was at Nor- 
folk, and the General was mad about some- 
thing, and said: ‘‘ Keep right on, fellow- 
citizens, a8 you have been going on, and I 
can assure you that we will have the devil 
to pay in this Republic, and no pitch hot.”’ 

The old man enjoys general good health. 
For a number of years he was stone blind, 
but last Summer an oculist removed a cata- 
ract from -one of his eyes, and he is now 
able to use his sight. Raby’s memory is ex- 
cellent. Henry G. Hummer, Overseer of the 
poor farm, says that one of his cousins 
came to visit him recently for the first time 
in nineteen years. Raby remembered the 
man by the sound of his voice, and called 
him by name. Mr. Hummer’s cousin re- 
membered seeing Raby when he was 107 
years old. 


FOOD TABLETS FOR KLONDIKE. 


A Problem for.the U. S. Appraisers to 
Solve—New Appointments,

Conclude Their Work and 
Adjourn. 


THE TAX RATE 2.08 MILLS 


Lowest with Two Exceptions Since 
1856— Provision Made for Sev- 
eral Investigations—Senator 
Cantor to Retire. 


ALBANY, March 31.—The session of the 
Legislature of 1898 came to an end to-day, 
the Senate adjourning at 1:35 o’clock and 
the Assembly at 3:20. Aside from the emer- 
gency appropriation of $1,000,000 for the 
National Guard, the most important busi- 
ness transacted was the passage of the 
regular appropriation and supply bills and 
the tax rate bill. 

The tax rate adopted by the Legislature 
is 2.08 mills, the lowest since 1856, ex- 
cept the years 1891 and 1892, when the 
large amount refunded by the Government 
to the State permitted an abnormally low 
rate. The general appropriations made by 
this Legislature, including the appropria- 
tion bill carrying $6,372,262.06 and the sup- 
ply and supplemental supply bills appro- 
priating $1,850,000, amount to $10,112,605.86. 
To this are added appropriations made in 
1897, but not included: in the tax levy of 
that year, amounting to $630,000, making 
the total $10,742,605.86. 

The estimated revenues from the corpora- 
tion tax, inheritance tax, liquor tax, and 
other sources, including a surplus of $1,533,- 
707.92, is  $10,749,451.92, leaving only 
$6,852.06 to be raised by taxation for gep- 
eral purposes. The appropriations for canal 
bridges and repairs amount to $224,126.14, 
and deducting a surplus of $29,000, the 
amount to be raised for this purpose is 
$195,126.14. The free school tax amounts 
to $4,112,200. 

The tax rate is made up as follows: Ca- 
nals, 17-100 mills; schools, 84-100 mills; ca- 
nal maintenance, 19-100 mills; canal special 
appropriations, 7-100 mills; State care of 
the insane, 81-100 mills; total, 2.08 mills. 

In introducing the Tax Rate bill the Re- 
publican leaders in both houses claimed 
credit for the low -rate, while the Demo- 
cratic leaders declared that the Legislature 
had been more extravagant than many of 
its predecessors and that the low rate was 
made possible by the large revenues de- 
rived from the liquor-tax law and by the 
fact that assessed valuations had been 
raised throughout the State. 

Resolutions were adopted providing for 
investigations of the expenditures of the 
State departments, of the necessity for the 
purchase of additional lands for the forest 
preserve, and for the protection of the head- 
waters of the Hudson River, of the best 
means for the employment of convicts, and 
of the workings of the new Government of 
New York City. 

The session closed with the customary 
congratulatory speeches and presentation of 
gifts in both houses. Senator Guy, in ad- 
dressing Senator Cantor, referred to a ru- 
mor that the minority leader in the Upper 
House had determined to retire from the 
Legislature, with which he had been con- 
nected for fifteen years. In his reply, Sena- 
tor Cantor said that his service as a Sena- 
pd of the State of New York was at an 
end,

CIVIL SERVICE AMENDMENTS. 


Bill Favored by the Reform Associa- 
tion Affecting Municipalities 
Becomes a Law. 


ALBANY, March 81.—A material victory 
was won for the cause of civil service re- 
form in the closing hours of the legislative 
session to-day by the passage of the Re- 
form Association’s bill, introduced by Sen- 
ator Brush and amended by the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate. Gov. Black gave 
the measure his approval before it was in- 
troduc and it became law by his sig- 
nature afternoon. 

The act amends Section 8 of the civil 
service law of 1883 by inserting a provision 
that “the Mayor of each city in this State 
shall appoint and employ suitable persons 
to prescribe, amend, and enforce regulations

for appointments to and } 
civile service of such city, and for classti- 
fications and examinations therein, and for 
the registration and selection of laborers 
for employment therein, not inconsistent 
with the Constitution and the provisions of 
this act.” 

The same section is further amended 60 
as to require that the regulations therein 
prescribed and established, and all regula- 
tions now existing for appointment and pro- 
motion in the civil service of said city, and 
any subsequent modification thereof, ‘‘ shall 
take .effect only upon the approval of the 


Mayor of the city and of the New York 
Civil Service Commission.” 

What the authors of the measure regard 
as the most important feature is the amend- 
ment it makes to Section 13 of the Act of 
1883, providing that “if a person holding 
@ position subject to competitive examina- 
tion in the civil service of the State or of 
a city shall be removed or reduced the 
reasons therefor shail be stated in writing, 
and filed with the head of the department 
or other appointin officer, and the person 
so remoyv or reduced shall have an op- 
portunity to make an explanation.” 

The hostility of ew to any step 
looking to making the civil service regu- 
lations more og was shown in the de- 
bate on the bill, when it came up in the 
Assembly to-day. Mr. Donnelly argued 
against it at length on behalf of the Demo- 
cratic administration in New York age 
The departments there had just gotten to 
work under the law as it stands, he said, 
and this bill would cause trouble and de- 
lay by reviving the old law. Mr. Finn de- 
nounced the bill as another attempt to 
carry out the agreement the Republicans 
had made with the Low men in order to 
get them back into the party. Mr. Green 
said it was a political measure purely, in- 
troduced for the benefit of the New York 
refonners, and designed to take away from 
the Democrats what belonged to them. Mr.) 
Oliver accused the majority of inconsis- 
tency in enacting the so-called ‘“'starch- 
less’’ law last year, and now seeking to 
re-enact the old law in order to conciliate 
the independents.

The bill was passed by a vote of 80 yeas 
to 67 nays. 

Secretary George McAneny of the Civil 
Service Reform Association said: ‘‘ We re- 
gard the passage of this bill as a consider- 
able step forward. It is not all that we 
wanted, but it is something. The bill as in- 
troduced contained a clause practically nulli- 
fying the Black law of last vear. The Gov- 
ernor, while in sympathy with the other 
purposes of the measure, was not prepared 
to go with us that far, however, and that 
provision was stricken out by the Judiciary 
Committee.”’ 

Mr. McAneny said that, on the whole, the 
cause of civil se.vice reform had fared reas- 
onably well at the hands of the expiring 
Legislature. It had made but one assault on 
the civil service, he said, and that was the 
passage of a bill legalizing certain appoint- 
ments made by the Fire Department of 
Brooklyn, and even that, he had reason to 
believe, might be vetoed by the Governor. 


ITS CAPITAL IMPAIRED. 


Report of the Insurance Department’s 
Investigation of the Lincoln 
Fire Company. 


ALBANY, March 31.—Superintendent of 
Insurance Payn to-day gave a hearing on 
the report of an examination made by his 
department of the condition and affairs of 
the Lincoln Fire Insurance Company of 
New York as of Feb. 28, 1898, which report 
bears the date March 25. The company was 
represented by counsel, and after the hear- 
ing the Superintendent filed the report. He 
then served a requisition on the company’s 


representative reauiring it to make good an 
impairment of $225,841.85 on or before April 
30. This represents an impairment in ex- 
cess of its capital of $200,000, or an impair- 
ment of 127 per cent. Chief Examiner Van- 
derpoel of the Insurance Department, who 
rade the examination of the company on 
which Superintendent Payn based his de- 
cision, closes his report of the examination 
as follows: 

“As a result of my examination, I nee 
to report that in my opinion the unearne 
premium fund, as returned in the company’s 
annual statement for 1897, was returned at 
a figure considerably less than the sum re- 
quired by law. That the statement of the 
company as sworn to by its officers was 
false, by reason of the fact that the $112,750 
of United States bonds reported as the 
property of the company on Dec. 31, 1897, 
were not purchased by it until Jan. 25 
1898, and that the item appearing in said 
statement as having been paid for “ organi- 
zation expenses, $19,550," was not such an 
expense. It never existed until subsequent 
to Dec. 31, 1897, and merely represent the 
difference between what was attempted to 
be collected from certain stockholders 
($112,050) and the $92,500 which was collect- 
ed and deposited to the credit of the com- 
pany between Jan. 19 and 27, 1898, the only 
expense of organization paid being the 
2300 item included in check of $200,374.37.

E. Carley, the General Manager of the 
company, declined last night to oe any- 
thing in regard to the report, referring all 
questions to Simon H. Stern, of Stern & 
Rushmore, the counsel of the company, Mr. 
Stern could not be found last night. The 
Lincoln Fire Insurance Company was li- 
censed by Superintendent Payn in Octo- 
ber, 1897, to begin underwriting with a cap- 
ital of $200,000 and a surplus of $30,000. 


Grade Crossing Appropriation, 


ALBANY, March 381.—Among the most 
important measures passed by the Assem- 
bly in its closing hours to-day was the bill 
appropriating $100,000 to carry out the 
grade-crossing act of last year. The bill 
was opposed by Mr. Perkins of Monroe, 
who contended that it was none of the 
State’s business to help the railroads make 
their crossings safe, and warned the Legis- 
lature that it was entering upon _an enter- 
prise which would involve the State in a 
vast and continuing expenditure.

THE END AND THE MEANS. 
Amid the varied discussion of the Cu- 
ban question at home and abroad there 
is one fact that may be taken as beyond 
dispute—the Spanish Government must 
retire from Cuba. 
' On this the people of the United States 
have come to a conclusion, and the 
Strength of their conviction and their 
feeling can neither be denied nor ignored. 
‘The policy of the Government will soon- 
er or later, in one or another form, em- 
body this conclusion.

Anything that they can do to induce 
Spain voluntarily to withdraw from Cu- 
ba will tend toward peace. Their efforts 
may properly include suggestions as to 
the terms and conditions which will make 
the acceptance of the inevitable more 
easy for Spain, and such suggestions 
will be considered by the United States 
in @ candid and friendly spirit. It is 
probable also that any reasonable time 
will be allowed for the arrangement of 
such terms provided that the withdrawal 
of Spain is so firmly guaranteed as: to 
leave no doubt that it will take place. 
Such an adjustment is eminently a sub- 
ject matter for the exercise of what are 
known as friendly offices, since it is 
often possible for a Government to do on 
the suggestion of other and very pow- 
erful Governments what it could do only 
with great difficulty or not at all of its 
own motion. But any attempt on the 
part of foreign Governments to secure 
a settlement without the withdrawal of 
Spain would be not only futile but mis- 
chievous. 


THE RIGHT OF SELF-PROTECTION. 


All the writers who insist that we have 
no lawful ground for intervention in 
Cuba hold the curiously narrow view 
that the peace and safety of a nation 
can be threatened only by the assault of 
armed foes. External menace is the only 
mer.ace, invasion by foreign legions the 
only calamity that can disturb domestic 
tranquillity. It never occurs to them, 
apparently, that a nation’s peace may be 
disturbed by excitement, passion, and tu- 
mult among its own people to a degree 
which makes the removal of the provoek- 
ing cause an imperative measure of self- 
preservation; nor do they admit that a 
peril whjch threatens any disaster short 
of the utter annihilation of a people is a 
menace to their safety. : 

Prof. E. J. PHELPs, to whose argument 
against intervention we have already 
given some attention, shuts his mind to 
all conceptions of danger from Spain’s 
doirgs in Cuba save only that of actual 
war declared by her against the United 
States. How easy it is to argue inter- 
vention out of court by such a plea as 
this: 


“Let us inquire upon what grounds it is 
claimed that we ought to intervene in the 
affairs of Spain in the island of Cuba, and 
precisely what will “ intervention” turn out 
to mean. 

“Spain is a friendly nation, and always 
has been. The most industrious agitator for 
war has been unable to hunt up in any 
history, since under Spanish auspices this 
country was first opened to us by COLUMBUS, 
any cause of quarrel between us. She has 
not attacked us, is not proposing to attack 
us, and is virtually incapable of it. She 
has manifested every desire and made every 
effort to avoid hostilities, which, to her, as 
she well knows, must be calamitous.” 


The triumphant demolition of this man | 


of straw will satisfy everybody who sees 
no peril in the Cuban hell’ upon earth 
save that of Spain’s determining to “ at- 
tack us.’’ If she does not attempt to 
whip us as well as the insurgents then 
we can have no lawful cause for inter- 
vention because our peace and safety 
will be in no way threatened. 

We can imagine a hermit in his cave 
holding that view. But if the President 
and Congress should announce that they 
also had adopted the hermit’s view and 
would drop the Maine affair and the 
whole Cuban question as being none of 
our business, the mighty uprising of the 
American people against their policy of 
non-intervention would create a tumult 
the noise of which would penetrate the 
hermit’s retreat. It might even compel 
Prof, PHELPs to add irrepressible popu- 
lar excitement to the list of dangers that 
may threaten a nation’s peace and safe- 
ty, and the maintenance by a foreign 
nation, after repeated protests, of condi- 
tions of disorder and barbarism which 
cause the excitement and inflame it to 
the grounds of lawful intervention. The 
blowing up of the Maine by a Spanish 
mine in a Spanish harbor was a direct 
consequence of the conditions of which 
we complain. Devastation and the hideous 
atrocities of Weylerism are the deliber- 
ately adopted Spanish plan of campaign 
in Cuba. These things have roused the 
American people as they have not been 
roused for a generation. The tide of their 
strong and just resentment is at the 
point of overflow, held in check only by 
the people’s confidence that the men at 
Washington will execute their will in 
Cuba in peace or by force, but to the full 
deliverance of the Cubans from Spanish 
rule, 

If Prof. PHELPS were President and 
had the temerity +o attempt to rebuke 
the public wrath or to cheat it of its ob- 
ject, he would, amid the wreck and ruin 
of his Administration, perhaps find time, 
certainly he would find occasion, to re- 
vise his views of the lawfulness of in- 
tervention to avert grave, imminent, and 
manifest danger from internal tumult. 

We will not further tolerate Spanish 
misrule in Cuba because in present con. 
ditions we cannot without endangering 
our own peace and safety. The danger 
constitutes a complete lawful ground 
for intefvention, and it is immensely 
strengthened by the fact that on grounds 
of humanity alone, which are not lawful 
grounds, our intervention in Cuba would 
be justified by our own conscience and 
the enlightened opinion of mankind. 

There is perhaps no part of Prof. 
PHELPs's letter or opinion which is more 
vicious in its reasoning than that pas- 
sage in which he compares the present 
situation in Cuba with our civil war:

In the practice of his profession—or 
shall we call it his art?—Prof, PHELPS 
might address that argument to a low- 
grade jury, but he would never dare to 
try such a trick upon the experienced 
minds of the bench. Our civil war was 
well-nigh everything that the Spanish 
attempt to put down the insurgents is 
not. It was conducted under the rules of 
civilized warfare. It was no aimless and 
purposeless strife, but from its beginning 
to its close without intermission it was 
fought with stern determination to a 
certain end. Its Generals on both sides 
were able and they were honest and hu- 
mane. The fortunes of war may have 
shifted from time to time, but nobody 
could say that the great combat ever for 
a moment degenerated into a mere impo- 
tent’: and ineffective harassing of either 
side by the other. There was no Weyler 
in our war, there were no reconcentra- 
dos—for the stern measures of SHERMAN 
in the march to the sea and of SHERIDAN 
in the Shenandoah Valley, to which Prof. 
PHELPs refers in justification of Weyler- 
ism, were as a spanking to burning at 
the stake compared to the horrors that 
Senator Proctor saw in Cuba. Beyond 
all that, Mason and Dixon’s line at its 
nearest extremity was 3,000 miles distant 
from Spain, while Cuba lies at our doors. 
Did Prof. PHEeLPs ever hear that our 
civil war kept her Most Catholic Majesty 
up nights, or stirred her tender-hearted 
and generous subjects to tears and sym- 
pathy?

THE ACTION OF NEW YORK. 


The appropriation of $1,000,000 by the 
Legislature of the State of New York to 
meet any necessary requirements if the 
military force of the State shall be called 
upon by the Federal Government is a 
wise and timely measure. 

We have had a long period of complete 
peace, but the people of the State have 
not heen unmindful during that period of 
the immense value of preparation should 
an emergency require prompt action. The 
policy of the Nation has been now for 
more than a generation to maintain a 
very small regular army and to rely upon 
the militia of the several States in case 
of sudden need. Our own conviction has 
long been that the regular army is very 
much too small, and that the system un- 
der which the military force of the States 
is organized is seriously defective. In 
New York, happily, the defects, though 
obvious, have been less serious than in 
most cases, and we have a force of real 
value should need for it arise. The 
money voted yesterday will simply en- 
able the Government to make immediate 
use of the resources that have been sup- 
plied, and, so far as time allows, to de- 
velop and increase them. 


MARIA CHRISTINA. 

All Americans who have read it must 
have been touched by the personal appeal 
which the Queen Regent of Spain has 
made to several of the sovereigns of Eu- 
rope to intercede for her at Washington. 
No American, we may be sure, has read 
it with more complete sympathy and ap- 
preciation than the President of the 
United States. 

The life of Marra CHRISTINA cannot 
have been happy. She entered upon pub- 
lic cares on her wedding day, now almost 
twenty years ago. During her widow- 
hood of twelve years the whole responsi- 
bility of sovereignty, as yet more sub- 
stantial in Spain than in more modern 
countries, has devolved upon her, and her 
public cares have thickened and multi- 
plied. At home the discontent of pover- 
ty has found expression in an anarchism 
even more fierce and cruel than the mani- 
festations of the like spirit in other coun- 
tries, for there has been less of the spirit 
of bravado in it and more of bitter ha- 
tred of the human race. On her horizon 
has loomed, from time to time, the spec- 
tre of a rivalry for the succession and 
the spectre of a republic, which in Spain 
could only be as the old republican lead- 
ers have clearly seen, an organized an- 
archy. Abroad, the clutch that Spain 
held upon her remaining possessions has 
been steadily relaxing. Rebellion in Cuba 
and rebellion in the Philippines have 
threatened what was left of her colonial 
empire. Her efforts to retain them have 
been far beyond her strength, and her 
sacrifices have been nullified not only 
by the determined resistance of her 
estranged subjects, but by the depreda- 
tions of her own thievish Viceroys and 
unfaithful officials. All these things have 
contributed to the impoverishment of a 


larger and nearer than any of the other 
national dangers, real and formidable 
though they are, that have attended the 
Regency of the unhappy Queen. And to 
this is now added the imminence of inter- 
vention on the part of a far richer and 
more powerful nation. 

Through all these mischances MARIA 
Curistrna has borne herself like a brave 
and conscientious woman. Doubtless she 
would long ago have abandoned so troub- 
lesome and thankless an office as the Re- 
gency of Spain if she were not bound to it 
by duty to the memory of her husband 
and the future of her son. We can read- 
ily believe the report which represents 
her as saying that she deems herself 
bound to pass on to her son his patrimony 
unimpaired and that that is her only mo- 
tive for remaining where she is. For not 
one of the misdeeds or misfortunes which 
have defeated the accomplishment of this 
purpose is she answerable. She has not 
even that hereditary share of responsibil- 
ity that would fall to her if she were a 
born Spaniard. The crimes of the Span- 
ish Viceroys are not part of her birth- 
right, and she has no more real share in 
those that WEYLER has committed in her 
name than in those of Cortez and 
PIZARRO. The starvation of the reconcen- 
trados is no more to be imputed to her 
thanthe murder of ATAHUALLPA or the tor- 
ture of GuaTImMozIN. And yet it is she 
whose life work is to be defeated because 
the measure of Spain’s iniquities is full, 
and who must bear the brunt of the hor- 
rors of Spanish rule, accumulated till the 
world will endure them no longer. 

It is pitiful and pathetic. It is true that 
her invocation of the European powers 
will not avail. It is to Madrid and not to 
Washington that the intercession of the 
sovereigns ought to be addressed to con- 
strain Spain from the forlorn attempt to 
retrieve by a final folly a hopeless situa- 
tion. But the appeal may not, as regards 
ourselves, be wholly in vain. American 
chivalry is less pretentious than the Span- 
ish article, but it is far more genuine. 
There is already in this country a dispo- 
sition to make the form of Spain’s inevi- 
table withdrawal from Cuba as little hu- 
miliating as may be. That disposition 
will be enhanced by the fact that the 
nominal ruler of Spain is a woman whose 
name is honored here, and that it is her 
dynastic interest and the trust which it 
has been the mission of her life to fulfill, 
that may depend upon the terms of the 
settlement, 


THE LEGISLATURE, 

It is customary for the press of the 
State to greet each annual adjournment 
of the Legislature with the observation 
that it has been the worst Legislature in 
years. That will not be said of the Legis- 
lature of 1898, and we must accord to 
Gov. Buack much of the credit for the 
betterment in the morality and the rec- 
ord of the session, 

The two worst bills of the session were 
killed by his opposition. They both bore 
the name of ELLSwortTH—the press-gag 
bill and the bi-boss rapid transit bill. 
PLATT suffered a defeat in one, PLATT and 
CROKER in the other. The absolutism of 
boss rule at Albany, even when two great 
bosses combine for joint and several ad- 
vantage, suffered a check, 

The conspicuous good work of the ses- 
sion is the passage of the Primary bill. -It 
ought to make politics cleaner and the 
path of the boss steeper and harder to 
travel. 

The great blunder and failure of the 
majority was the treatment of the canal 
improvement. If the Governor and the 
Legislature had made a clean, straight- 
forward public showing of the work of 
ALDRIDGE and Apams, blunders and all, 
not stopping even at graver things, if 
they were found, the people might have 
been appealed to this Fall to grant the 
$7,000,000 needed to complete the im- 
provement. By attempting to shield the 
transgressors Gov. BLack has put himself 
in a position where he does not dare to 
appeal to the people. It is a blunder that 
will plague him in the campaign. Worse 


than that, it endangers the canal system. 
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TOPICS OF THE TIMES, 


—Careful attention is deserved by the 
contribution to the discussion of “‘ Christian 
Science’ made by “‘ A Lawyer” in a letter 
we gladly print to-day. He is a man whose 
name is well known to New Yorkers, and 
his views on this, as on other topics, carry 
weight. It will be noticed that he carefully 
refrains from admitting his belief in the 
doctrines of the “ healers,” and certainly 
that strange band will not claim him 
for one of themselves, since he speaks of 
their sacred book as “in the main a far- 
rago of nonsense”; but he does come to 
their defense, and asserts that their prac- 
tices cannot be restrained by the law. It 
seems to us that the arguments adduced by 
our correspondent in support of his position 
are more interesting than conclusive. He 
grants far too many of the “ Christian Sci- 
ence’’ premises, and he neglects entirely 
the fact that regularly educated physicians 
can and do accomplish every day cures dif- 
fering in no essential particulars from those 
which, as everybody knows, really are per- 
formed by the mystics. It seems to us, 
moreover, that he errs when implying that 
“unlearned persons” are more skillful in 
“ mental .therapeutics ” than men who un- 
derstand anatomy. Why is it that people 
so carefully avoid the golden mean? Be- 
cause drugs will not cure all maladies is it 
necessary to assert that they have power 
over none? Because functional disturb- 
ances can be removed by suggestion, or 
“ faith,” if that word is insisted upon, does 
it follow that traumatism or microbic in- 
fection will yield to the same influence? 
And we dissent entirely from the view that 
attempts to prevent the spreading of con- 
tagion is interference with “ the higher law 
of thought.” The devotees of Mrs. Mary 
B. G. Eppy do not think; they believe. 
Now the beliefs of those “struggling in a 
half-educated way to express dimly grasped 
truths” are often very dangerous. 


—aA recently returned pilgrim to foreign 
lands brings the glad tidings that signs of 
revolt against the infamous “ tip’ system 
are beginning to appear in Hngland, and 
that hopes of its ultimate abandonment 
there are justified. Already notices are 
posted in many of London’s public build- 
ings, including the Tower, informing visi-

atrocity may inspire those of us who have 
been weak enough to yield to this form of 
blackmail with the courage to resist it. 
Even the worst offenders, the steamship 
companies, may in time come to pay their 
employés instead of robbing their passen- 
gers. 


—-Spanish newspapers can hardly be sus- 
pected of efforts at humor in_ their 
denunciations of Americans, and, there- 
fore, though many of their charges 
against us are extremely ludicrous, it 
can be taken for granted that they are 
all made in deadly earnest. More than a 
smile, therefore, is deserved by the appear- 
ance in La Union Constitucional of Havana 
of the statements that the inhabitants of 
this country are “a people who have come 
into possession of an extensive territory 
through extermination of the aborigines,” 
and that they “‘are industrious because of 
lack of charitable feeling, for all starve in 
the United States who become penniléss.” 
Just think of it—a Spaniard, and especially 
a Spaniard in Cuba, finding fault with the 
extermination of aborigines! He might 
be forgiven for not knowing that there are 
more Indians in the United States to-day 
than there were when the first Hnglish 
colony was founded hert. That is a fact 
of which our own mourners over the red 
man’s wrongs often have to be reminded, 
and it has naturally enough escaped the 
attention of a nation whose illiterates in- 
clude about 60 per cent. of the population, 
but even if we had killed, yes, and eaten, 
every one of our aborigines, should we 
be reproached for it by descendents of 
those who slew the Caribs by the thousands, 
whose dealings with the Aztecs and the 
Incas form huge red smears on the pages 
of history? Then, as to our lack of 
“charitable feeling.” The Havana editor 
is proud, evidently, that in Spain the streets 
are full of professional beggars, for he 
sneers at a country where philanthropy finds 
other means of expression than the distri- 
bution of alms. Well, his mediaeval atti- 
tude of mind is at least picturesque, and 
if he were only in a museum, dated 1500 
A. D., he would be a most interesting sub- 
ject of study. 


PERSONAL. 


—Undisturbed by the instant chorus of 
contradiction that answered his recent ti- 
rade about England’s hostility to America, 
MICHAEL DAviTT repeats and emphasizes 
his assertions in a long letter to The Lon- 
don Chronicle. ‘‘ The present expressions of 
friendliness toward the States,”’ he declares, 
“are hypocritical and insincere on the part 
of English papers, with one or two honor- 
able exceptions. To prove my contention I 
must ask you to recollect the language of 
the same organs three years ago, when 
England, and not Spain, was in dispute with 
the Republic. Was there friendliness in the 
tone and words of insult and menace of the 
ruling classes and their newspapers then? ”’ 
And Mr. Davitt proceeds to quote some- 
thing like a dozen sentences from as many 
London papers, which have, it must be con- 
fessed, a tone hardly to be described as lov- 
ing. ‘How do you reconcile,’’ he contin- 
ues, “these outspoken feelings of antag- 
onism toward America a few months back, 
over a trivial incident, with the present 
mood of the same press on the Spanish- 
American situation? Your country has in- 
sult and threats and menace toward the 
Republic when a trumpery quarrel over 
seals threatens you with further arbitra- 
tions in a comparatively insignificant mat- 
ter, and you put on the mask of friendli- 
ness when you hope to utilize the prestige 
of America’s position among the nations 
against a power friendly to the United 
States in the Chinese imbroglio.’”” To this 
The Chronicle replies that the phrases 
quoted by Mr. Davitt, and the equally 
fierce ones that abound at times in the 
American papers, are “mere ‘amantium 
irae,’ the tiffs of lovers,” and it challenges 
its correspondent to call a free and open 
meeting in any city or town in England, 
Scotland, or Wales in which half a dozen 
hands would be raised in behalf of a pro- 
Spanish resolution, ‘‘ We state as a propo- 
sition beyond all doubt,” adds The Chroni- 
cle, ‘that the sympathy of this country is 
unanimously in favor of America. We as- 
sert, and we have as many opportunities of 
testing British opinion as Mr. DavirTt, that 
the welfare and greatness of the American 
Republic are almost as dear to the people 
of this country as their own.” 


—PFrenchmen have a chance to see them- 
selves as others see them in a collection of 
caricatures just made and republished by 
JOHN GRAND-CARTERET, a Parisian, who be- 
gan about fifteen years ago to save the 
political work of home and foreign artists, 
and who soon discovered that by duplicat- 
ing them in a systematized form, with a 
running commentary, some exceedingly in- 
teresting and instructive side lights could 
be thrown upon current events, ‘“‘ Panama,”’ 
* Boulangism,” ‘‘ The German Emperor,” 
and “The Franco-Russian Alliance” are 
the best known of his compilations. The 
present volume is devoted to the Dreyfus 
case, and it gives startling proof of what 
a poor figure the so-called champions of 
French honor—MERCIER, GONSE, Du Paty 
DE CLAM, HENRY, the Judge DELEGORGUE, 
EsTeRHAZY—make in the opinion of Europe. 
Practically every caricaturist in England, 
Germany, Italy, and even Russia turns the 
French idea of justice into more or less 
contemptuous ridicule, while Forarn,

LEGAL VIEW OF THE “ SCIENCE,” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Permit .me to venture a suggestion or 


two from the legal point of view upon the 
subject of your ‘“‘ earnest remarks on Chris- 


tian Science.” 

It is not within the wit of man to devise 
a constitutional bill which will prohibit the 
practice of what that eminent physician, Dr. 
Shrady, calls ‘‘ mental therapeutics.” There 
may be a possible exception in the case of 
children. As to them, it would be unnec- 
essary, because, under our law as it stands, 
if the parent or guardian of a sick child 
fails te call in a physician, and owing to 
such failure the child dies, he or she is 
guilty of manslaughter. Hence, children 
are already amply protected by law—except 
against the doctors. 

No adult can be compelled by any statute 
to employ a doctor. The Legislature cannot 
pass a law to prevent me from thinking. 
It cannot prohibit me from asking another 
to think about me, nor can it frame any 
constitutional measure which will make it 
illegal for me to pay or for another to ac- 
cept money for thought. It may prevent 
unlicensed prescription of drugs, but it can- 
not prevent unlicensed thoughts, 

It is not my intention to defend Christian 
Science, whether falsely so-called or other- 
wise. Mrs. Eddy’s book on the subject is 
in the main a farrago of nonsense. It 
seemed to me, however, as I vainly strove 
to get through her lucubrations, that she 
was struggling to express in a half-educat- 
ed way some dimly grasped truths which 
are clearly taught in the New Testament. 
Indeed, it may be said without fear of con- 
tradiction that no one who accepts the 
teachings of Christ and His Apostles can 


logically refuse to believe in the certainty 
of bodily disease being subdued by mental 
and spiritual treatment. Whether one be- 
lieves or disbelieves.this, the fact remains 
that wonderful cures have been effected by 
believers in spiritual forces. upon material 
bodies which have been pronounced by doc- 
tors to be incurable, 

So general has mental treatment for phys- 
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Whether “ Christian Science” be true or 
false, or the practice of mental healing be 
wise or foolish, one thing is certain, the 
dogtors can no more stamp it out by inquest 
of law could the clersy get rid of

thoughts. oolish doctors may persuade 
ignorant 1 latorg to pass the most cun- 
n nely, i law that their wit can ac- 
complish and I will guarantee, with the aid 
of the Rev. John Hall, D, D., Archbishop 
Corrigan, 4nd Dr. Shrady as witnesses, to 
laugh an indictment out of court.

The latest New York papers received in 
Cincinnati up to Sunday morning were those 
of Wednesday.

PARIS, March 81.—The Court of Cassa- 
tion to-day hearing the appeal 
of M. Emile a against the sentence of 
one year’s imprisonment and 8,000 francs 
fine imposed upon him on Feb. 23.

Councilor Chambareaud, who was ap- 
pointed to examine the arguments, report- 
ed in favor of M. Zola’s main plea, namely, 
that his trial had been irreguiar, because 
the suit was brought by the Minister for 
War instead of the President of the Court- 
martial which M. Zola had lbeled, If the 
court, as is probable, accepts M. Cham- 
bareaud’s report, the case will not be re- 
tried. _The condemnation will remain; but 
the sentence will not be executed. This 
result is belleved*to be acceptable to the 
Government, as it is hoped it will stop the 
agitation on the subject.

WOMAN LAW CLASS GRADUATED 


Chancellor MacCracken Awards For- 
ty-seven Certificates at Madison 
Square Garden Concert Hall, 


The closing exercises of the Woman's 
Law Class of New York University, the 
lectureship for which was founded by the 
Woman’s Legal Education Society, took 
place in the Madison Square Garden Con- 
cert Hall last night. Chancellor Henry M. 
MacCracken awarded graduation certificates 
to forty-seven young women. He also made 
an address, as did Mrs. John P, Munn, 
President of the society; Prof. Clarence D. 
Ashley, Dean of the University Law Fac- 
ulty, and Prof. Isaac Franklin Russell. 
Music was furnished by the University Glee 
Club, and prayer was offered by the Rev. 
Dr. Ferdinand 8, Schenck. 

The university’ prize scholarship, valued 
at $200, and affording the winner two years’ 
free tuition in the University Law School, 
was awarded to the member of the gradu- 
ating class passing the best final examina- 
tion, Miss Katherine Moncrief Miller, hon- 
orable mention being made of Miss Elsie 
Welling Atwater, Miss Jennie Valentine 
Minor, and Miss Edith May Hadley. Miss 
Hadley also won the prize of $25 offered’ 
by Miss Isabella Mary Pettus for the best 
essay by a member of the graduating class, 
her subject being ‘‘ The Respective Spheres 
of Federal and State Legislation.” 

Miss Grace Esther Drew, a newspaper 
writer under the nomme de guerre “ Mar- 
gery Daw,” read an essay on “ The Child 
and the Law,” and another on “ Federal 
Law,” was read by Miss Louise Morrell 
Franklin of Blizabeth, N. J. Prof. Ashley’s 
address was on “ Legal Education.” 

Prof. Isaac F, Russell’s remarks were of 
special interest in view of the present crisis. 
“Judicial reason,” said he, “is eften un- 
duly exalted as a sufficient solvent of all 
problems in the private life of citizens and 
in the public disputes of sovereign States. 
The vision of perpetual peace inspires the 
hope of “‘a parliament of man, a federa- 
tion of the world.” Wars will be no more 
when a permanent international tribunal 
shall have taken jurisdiction over all con- 
troversies arising between the nations of 
the earth. 

“But, on the other hand, let us reflect 
that there are things worse than war and 
worse than death. Among these we may 
mention hopeless and debasing tyranny and 
the decay of National honor, And there are 
principles, too, which we will not consent 
to discuss,*and which we cannot in honor 
submit: to arbitration. Selfish, luxurious 
peace is dearly bought by an abundant 
prostitution of every principle of National 
honor, Self-respect is a holy trust. Dig- 
nity, honor, and sense of personal worthi- 
ness are a part of the necessary moral 
equipment as well of & State as of an in- 
dividual.”’

HEINE MONUMENT FOR HOBOKEN 


The Coancil Finally Allows It to be 
Erected in Hudson Park. 


The Heine monument, “The Lorelei,” 
which was denied a place in Central Park 
on the ground that it was not a work of 
art, is to be located in Hoboken, the Com- 
mon Council having given the necessary 
permit at a special meeting held yesterday. 
The application was made by Julius Schlat- 
ter and J. Henry Timken, on behalf of 
the German-American residents of the city. 

The monument will be erected in Hudson 
Park, at whatever place may be agreed 
upog by committees of the Council and 
citizens appointed for the purpose. The 
cost will be $4,000, which is to be raised by 
subscription. 


H. W. BAYLIS ACCUSED. 


Charged with Putting $100 Bills in 
the Place of $1,000 Ones. 


Henry W. Baylis, a salesman of the New 
York Cut Flower Company, at 119 West 
Twenty-third Street, was held for trial yes- 
terday in the Yorkville Court on a charge 
of grand larceny. The complainant, An- 
drew J. Teirney, a truckman of 340 East 
Thirty-fifth Street, testified that last 
Wednesday he met Baylis, whom he has 
known for some years, in the offices of 
the flower company, and asked him to 
change a fifty-dollar bill. The bill was 
in an envelope containing seven one-thou- 
sand-dollar bills. This envelope, Teirney 
says, he handed to Baylis, and when the 
latter handed it back with the change of 
the fifty-dollar bill, two’ of the one-thousand- 
dollai bills had been abstracted and two 
one-hundred-dollar bills substituted there- 
for. 

Baylis denied counting the money or even 
handling the envelope containing the bills 
of the larger denomination, but admitted 
having given change for $50. 


SHARPE RETURNS TO DUTY. 


His Promised Resignation as General 
Appraiser Not Yet Presented. 


Gen. George H. Sharpe returned to duty 
as a member of the Board of United States 
General Appraisers yesterday after an ab- 
sence of twenty days on official leave. Grief 
and nervous shock caused by the death of 
his wife rendered a period of absolute rest 
necessary for the General, and he returns 
apparently improved in health and spirits. 
A few days before he went away Gen. 
Sharpe authorized a public statement that 
he intended to resign as a General Ap- 
praiser. He said yesterday that he had not 
sent in his resignation, and was not pre- 
pared to say just what he would do in that 
matter, 

It is no secret that a desire for Gen. 
Sharpe’s resignation has been expressed in 
high official quarters. Suggestions have 
been made in Washington that his retire- 
ment from the board would lead to more 
perfect harmony of action. These sug- 
gestions had much to do with Gen. Sharpe's 
determination a month ago to resign. He 
has many strong political friends, however, 
who feel that such an old and distinguished 
public servant is entitled to much considera- 
lon. and they object to his being forced out 
of office.

JUDGE VAN WYCK TALKS OF WAR 


He Praises the Attitude of President 
McKinley and Gen. Lee in a Pa- 
triotic Speech — Dr. Draper 
of Illinois a Guest. 


The Hamilton Club of Brooklyn gave & 
dinner last night in the clubhouse in honor 
of Dr. William H. Maxwell, one of its 
members, who was lately elected City 
School Superintendent. Nearly all of the 
prominent members of the club and many 
invited guests prominent in educational cir- 
cles were present. James McKeen, Presi- 
dent of the club, presided, and with him 
at table were Dr. Maxwell, Dr. Andrew &. 
Draper, President of the University of 
Illinois; Charles R, Skinner, State Superin- 
tehdent of Public Instruction; Judge Au- 
gustus Van Wyck, Truman J. Backus, John 
Winslow, Willis L. Ogden, John G. Wright, 
and D. H. Cochran, President of the Brook- 
lyn Polytechnic Institute; A. C. Barnes, W, 
S. Logan, W. J. Coombs, and Franklin W. 
Hooper, Covers were laid for 100. 

President McKeen delivered the intro- 
ductory toast of the evening, congratulat- 
ing Dr. Maxwell upon his selection, Mr. 
McKeen said he thought appropriate for 
the occasion. the Latin proverb, ‘‘ In armes 
silont legas,” which, -he said, had been 
translated by one authority as “‘ when the 
army is around the lawyers had better hold 
their tongues.” On this subject the speaker 
said that he also thought appropriate the 
words of Lord Brougham, who said: “ The 
schoolmaster is abroad, and I would put 
more trust in the schoolmaster with: his 
primer than in the soldier with all his 
equipment. [Applause.] 

‘*In spite of these maxims,” said Mr. 
McKeen, “I cannot resist the chance of 
saying a word for our guests, and here I 
will digress to call attention to the state- 
ment of our distinguished member, Minister 
Woodford, who said that Spain had a popu- 
lation of 19,000,000 people, of whom 9,000,000 
had no obvious means of support, and of 
these 6,000,000 could neither read nor write. 
In view of this, if Spain is to be invaded by 
the United States I think that the invasion 
might wisely be made by an army of 
schoolmasters.”’ [Applause.] 

Mr. McKeen congratulated the guest of 


honor and proposed his health, which was 
drunk by the members standing. 


Dr. Maxwell Wants Co-operation. 


Dr. Maxwell then spoke. He said he could 
not, if he would, affect to be indifferent to 
the high honor conferred upon him by the 
club. The main purpose, he thought, was 
something infinitely higher than a mani- 
festation of personal regard. It was*rather 
a regard of the members of the organization 
for the cause of public education, 

Dr. Maxwell gave a history of the ap- 
pointment of Superintendents in the various 
cities of the Union, and sdid ‘that it re- 
mained for the charter of the Greater New 
York to make the greatest advance ever 
made in specializing the functions of the 


Superintendent. He named the different du- 
ties, and added: ‘‘ To enable me to perform 
my task, I need the sympathy and co-op- 
eration of every Superintendent, Principal, 
and teacher; of every man and every wo- 
man who loathes favoritism and loves 
righteousness.”’ 

President Draper of the University of 
Illinois, 1onmerly New York State Superin- 
tendent of Public Construction, and who 
was first elected to the place now filled 
by Dr. Maxwell, which position he de- 
clmed to accept, made the next address. 
Dr. Draper said in part: 

‘“*In importance and in hindrances the 
school system of the City of New York may 
well have pre-eminence, but there is great 
occasion for encouragement. The time is not 
s0 far removed as to eae me to forget 
when there seemed to be no quickened and 
informed public sentiment in behalf of the 
schools, and when efforts for their ad- 
vancement were either opposed or ridiculed 
by some whose business it was to help 
them on; but in later years the thought of 
the city has been arrested and the people 
who can accomplish results seem to stand 
ready to pay their money without limit, and 
follow a competent leadership to the point 
of pre-eminence in completeness and effi- 
ciency.” 

Judge Augustus Van Wyck discussed the 
‘Spirit of Fraternity and Friendship De- 
veloped by the Brotherhood of Student 
Life and by Alumni Associations,” He said 
that it was this spirit of fraternity which 
after che most stupendous civil war in the 
history of the world has unified the coun- 


try 

Rana this,” he said, “is emphasized at

THOUSANDS IN ATTENDANCE 


The Address Delivered by the Rev. 
| Merle St. Croix Wright and a Tele- 
gram Sent by Robert G. Inger- 
soll—The Body Cremated. 


The public memorial services for Anton 
Seidl in the Metropolitan Opera House yes- 
terday afternoon, in the size and character 
of the assemblage that there honored the 
master, and in the number, variety, and 
beauty of the floral tokens of remembrance 
that surrounded his bier, testified amply to 
the place he had made for himself in the 
esteem of this community. Every seat was 
occupied, and many stood on every floor 
except that occupied by private boxes. The 
desire to gain admittance to the Opera 
House seemed to have no limit, and hun- 
dreds of persons without tickets poured in 
at the various entrances in the vain hope 
of begging an admission. 

Such a display of floral tributes as met 
the gaze within the Opera House is rarely 
seen. It was in keeping with the magnitude 
of the demonstration otherwise, and it was 
touching as well as imposing, for each one 
of the delicate emblems was significant of 
an individual sorrow. The entire space in 
front of the stage usually occupied by the 
orchestra was floored over, carpeted, and 
encircled with black cloth. In the centre, 
where Anton Seidl so often wielded hhis ba- 
ton, was the catafalque, ornamented only 
by @ silken American flag and a few floral 

When the flower-covered coffin containing 
the body of the dead musician was brought 
in and placed on this catafalque it formed 
the centrepiece of a wide-spreading and 
deftly-harmonized mass of fragrant and 
variegated color. Standing on the edge 
of the stage and near the head of the coffin 
was a large music stand made of flowers. 
Its top, daintily woven with purple immor- 
telles edged with white roses, resembled 
an open book, and suspended from one 
corner of the book was Seidl’s favorite 
baton. This music stand was the tribute 
of the Maurice Grau Opera Company. Near 
‘by stood a large lyre of white and pink 
roses with strings of violets and smilax 
which testified to the affectionate remem- 
brance of the Metropolitan Permanent 
Orchestra, . 


Other Tributes. 


Mme, Melba sent a rich wreath of violets 
nearly two feet in diameter; Jean and 
Edouard De Reszke, a large lyre of white 
and pink roses interspersed with delicate 
vines; Robert G. Ingersoll, a victory wreath 
of bay leaves; and the Steinway Brothers, 
an immense wreath of selected roses in a 
rich setting of green and Autumn leaves. 
One of the most beautiful and touching of 
the tokens was that of the Seidl Society— 
a large double 8. formed of red carnations 
and united by a heavy bow of pink silk. 
A tall lyre of white and red flowers, sent 
by the Philharmonic Society attracted 
much attention because of its size and 
beauty. The Liederkranz Society sent a 
handsome lyre of red @oses, Easter lilies, 
and vines; the Arion Society, a large broken 
column of white, red, and pink roses and 
violets; the Musical Mutual Protective Un- 
ion, a music stand in the form of a lyre 
of white roses, lilies, and violets; the Ger- 
man Polyclinic, a luxuriant wreath of bay 
leaves; the German Press Club, a wreath 
of roses and leaves, and the Manuscript 
Society a tge wreath of galyx leaves and 
violets. B, Francis Hyde, President of the 
Philharmonic .Society, James Speyer, and 
Carl Loewenstein each sent wreaths or 
bunches of flowers... A dainty tribute was 
sent by Lillian Nordica, in the shape of a 
wreath of roses tied by two large pieces 
of ribbon in the Hungarian colors—red, 
white, and green. 

The stage was set in the church scene 
from “ Faust,” with lighted candles in the 
tall candelabra. The Musical Mutual Pro- 
tective Union and the Philharmonic Orches- 
tra occupied the greater part of the stage, 
while the singers stood at the sides when 
not singing.

The public services at the Opera House 
were preceded by simple services at Mr. 
Seidl’s late home, 388 East Sixty-second 
Street, at which were present most of the 
pall bearers and other personal friends of 
the Seidls—sufficient in number to fill the 
house. A crowd that may have numbered 
200 gathered in front of and at either side 
of the house, but the police prevented any 
intrusion. The private services consisted 
only of the reading from Scripture and of 
several poetical selections by the Rev. Merle 
St. Croix Wright, who was introduced by 
H. EB. Krehbiel. Just before the services be- 
gan a cable dispatch was brought in from 
Jean de Reszko, at St. beg - It read: 
“Deeply affected by the great loss of the 
greatest Wagner conductor of the day.” 

The coffin was cloth-covered, with silver 
handles. On its plate was the brief inscrip- 
tion: ‘Anton Seidl. Born May 7, 1850. 
Died March 28, 1898.”" It rested on a bier in 
one corner of the front parlor, and roses 
and other flowers so covered it that only 
the face of the dead man was left visible. 
At the head of the coffin was a candelabra 
with seven candles. Mrs. Seidl sat beside 
the coffin, and the Rev. Mr. Wright stood 
near her. In the company were Mrs. Rob- 
ert G. Ingersoll, Miss Ingersoll, Miss Far- 
rell, Mr. and Mrs. Adam Weber, the Misses 
Woodruff, Mrs. Xaver Scharwenka, Mrs.

Mrs. Seidl Faints. 


When the time came for her to take the 
last look upon the face of her husband, Mrs. 
Seidl arose and bent her gaze upon her 
dead. The ordeal was too much, and she 
fainted. She was assisted to a seat, and 
in a few minutes recovered herself and 
was able to give the signal for departure. 
It was about 12:30 o’clock when the coffin 
covered with flowers was borne from the 
house, and the procession started for the 
Opera House. Mrs. Seidl, with her maid, 
was in the first carriage. Mrs. Oscar B. 
Weber and Mrs, Louis Josephthal accom- 
panied her. ‘The procession went to Fifth 
Avenue, to Fortieth Street, to Broadway. 
In the avenue were many pedestrians, who 
stood and uncovered until the hearse had 

ne by. At Fifth Avenue and Fortieth 

treet the band of the Musical Mutual Pro- 
tective Union met the hearse, and escorted 
it to the Opera House, in front of which 
was gathered a great throng of persons of 

ll ages and both sexes. The men here also 
Enoovered until the coffin was taken from 
view. 

It was nearly 1:15 when the Musical Mut- 
wal Protective Union, under the leadership 
of Nahan Franko, began a dirge from 
Beethoven and so informed the expectant 
‘thousands that the body of Anton Seidl was 
being brought in. Everybody rose and re- 
mained standing while the coffin, preceded 
by the pall bearers, with Carl Schurz at 
their head, was borne down the centre aisle 
and placed upon the catafalque. Mrs. Seidl

Delicate-as the perfume 
of the first violet, wild as the storm, he knew 
the music of all sounds, from the rustle of the 
leaves, the whispers of hidden springs, to the 
voices of the sea. He was the master of music, 
from the rhythmical strains of ble joy 
to the sobs of the funeral march. e stood like 
a King with his sceptre in his hund, and we 
knew that every tone and ony were in his 
brain, every passion in his heart; and yet his 
a ace was as calm, as serene as per- 
ect art. . 

He mingled his soul with the music and gave 
his heart to the enchanted air. He eppcere to 
have no limitations, no walls, no chains. He 
seemed to follow the pathway of desire, and the 
marvelous melodies, the sublime harmonies, were 
as free as eagles above the clouds, with out- 
stretched wings. He educated, refined, and gave 
unspeakable joy to many thousands of his fel- 
low-men. He added to the grace and glory of 
life. He spoke a language deeper, more poetic 
than words, the language of the perfect, the 
language of love and death. 

But he is voiceless now; a fountain of harmony 
has ceased. Its inspired strains have died away 
in night and all its murmuring melodies are 
strangely still. We will mourn for him, We 
will honor him, not in words, but in the lan- 
guage that he used. 

Anton Seidl is dead. Play the great funeral 
march! Envelop him in music. Let its wailing 
waves cover him. Let its wild and mournful 
winds sigh and mourn above him. Give his face 
to its kisses and its tears. Play the t funeral 
march—music as profound as death, that will 
express our sorrow, that will voice our love, our 
loss, our hope, and that will tell of the life, the 
genius, the triumphs, the death of Anton Seidl! 

The Philharmonic Orchestra, conducted 
by Henry Schmitt, brought the exercises to 
a conclusion by playing ‘‘ the great funeral 
march,” that from ‘* Die Gétterdimmerung.” 
The assemblage arose and stood until the 
coffin had been taken from the house and 
then slowly dispersed. 


The Body Cremated, 


The body was taken directly to the crema- 
tory at Fresh Pond, L. I., where the cere- 
monies attending the incineration were held. 
The funeral cortege consisting of the hearse 
and about fifteen carriages arrived at the 
crematory at 4:30. The number of friends 


who accompanied the body to the crematory 
in carriages was swelled on its arrival there 
to about 400, the greater part of the mourn- 
ers journeying by railroad and trolley cars 
to Fresh Pond, 

. The ceremony was brief, but impressive. 
The bcedy was taken from the hearse and 
carried into the chapel, or* columbarium, 
while Arthur Claassen, conductor of the 
Arion Society of Brooklyn, played the fun- 
eral march from ‘“* Die Gétterdimmerung ” 
on the organ. To the last strains of the 
march the body was borne into the inciner- 
ating room. The body was then removed 
from the casket, and after it had been 
swathed in a sheet saturated with alum, it 
was placed on a cradle, ready to be put 
into the reto:t. After Mr. Seidl’s friends 
had taken a last look at the face the door 
of the retort was opened, and the body 
quickly placed inside. 

The ceremonies were then ended, and the 
crowd of mourners quickly left the crema- 
tory, but not before there was a scramble 
among several women to get souvenirs of 
the dead conductor, pushing one another 
aside in their attempts to secure flowers 
from the casket. After the crowd had dis- 
persed the caskct was destroyed. 

The body of Mr. Seidl was reduced to 
ashes two hours later, the retort having 
been heated to 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit, but 
it was allowed *o remain in the retort until 
this morning, when the ashes will be cooled. 
They will then be placed in a tin cannister. 


STEVE BRODIE IS DEAD. 


Career of the Sporting Man Who Was 
Made Famous by His Jump from 
the Brooklyn Bridge, 


CLEVELAND, March 31.—Steve Brodie, 
the New York saloon keeper and sporting 
man, made famous by his jump from the 
Brooklyn Bridge, is dead. His death is re- 


ported by Lake Shore officials in this city. 
in the performance of the play in which he 
appeared at Chicago yesterday, he fell twice 
from sheer weakness, and was hissed be- 
cause the audience thought him intoxicated. 


i nterbational 


Steve Brodie was born in this city forty 
years ago, and, although early in his ca- 
reer he sold newspapers, was a bootblack, 
and at one time a messenger boy, he was in 
comfortable financial circumstances at the 
time of his death. He first became promi- 


nent as a Lieutenant in the life-saving 
corps organized by the famous Capt. Ayers 
along the East River front in 1883. He was 
a strong and daring swimmer, and rescued 
a number of persons, including two girls 
who fell off an excursion barge, and Miss 
Jennie Brett, an actress, whom he rescued 
at Coney Island. Miss Brett gave him a 
gold locket for his bravery. 

Brodie reached the zenith in his career 
when he jumped off the Brooklyn Bridge 
in 1886. It was soon after Prof. Odlum 
made the jump and was picked up dead. 
When relating this experience, a few years 
ago, he said that he made the jump for a 
bet of $100. After his Brooklyn Bridge ex- 
perience he filled several engagements at 
dime museums, and afterward traveled 
around the country, jumping off high 
bridges, all of which netted him large sums 
of money. ‘ 

When he opened a resort in the Bowery it 
became popular’ with a certain class of 
sporting men. One of the attractions of the 
place was a complete gallery of pugilists’ 
portraits. He resorted to almost every con- 
ceivable plan to keep his name before the 
public. On rainy days he would distribute 
umbrellas among shop girls. He also ar- 
ranged dinners for Bowery lodgers, and on 
a number of occasions paid burial expenses 
for the unidentified bodies at the Morgue. 

Four years ago he decided to become an 
actor. He was the star in a typical Bow- 
ery play entitled ‘‘On the Bowery,” and it 
was successfully produced in all the princi- 
pal cities. Brodie joined Gus Hill’s com- 
pany about two months ago, taking part in 
a sketch entitled ‘“‘One Night in Brodie’s 
Barroom.”’ 

He became ill about ten days ago, and 
telegraphed his family that he was suffer- 
ing with a mild attack of pleurisy, but ex- 
pected to be well in a few days. On Tues- 
day he telegraphed home that he would ar- 
rive in this city to-day. His daughter had 
prepared to meet him, when she received a 
telegram announcing his death. Brodie’s 
two daughters and son were at their home, 
125 East One Hundred and Sixth Street, 
when the news was received. Mrs. Brodie 
was visiting her mother in Albany,

POLICH BAIL IN CHICAGO,

At present 
the two Justices—Martin and Foster—hold 
court at the Harrison Street Station from 
9:30 in the morning until noon. In the aft- 


ernoon they sit in their private courts, and 
in the evening, from 7 to 11 o’clock, they 
alternate in staying at the station to ac- 
cept bail bonds. The bulk of what are 
known as night arrests are made after 11 
o’clo or after the Justice has gone home. 
These late bonds are captured by the bail- 
bond sharks, and the bond fee, which un- 
der the new salary system will go to the 
city, is turned over to an outsider. Con- 
troller Waller says he is determined that 
the city shall get all these station fees, and 
to get them all he plans to have a Justice 
on duty day and night. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY, 


James L. Wolcott, 


James L, Wolcott, former Chancellor of 
Delaware, died yesterday at his home. in 
Dover, aged fifty-six. Mr. Wolcott was @ 
leading member of the Kent County bar 
and was counsel for the Pennsylvania Rail- 


road. He had held the positions of Clerk 
of the State Senate, Secretary of State 
from 1879 to 1883, and Chancellor, resigning 
the latter position to accept the railroad at- 
torneyship. 

Mr. Wolcott was for years a leader in 
Democratic politics, and was at the head of 
the faction that opposed thé Saulsbury wing 
of the party. In 1 he entered the field for 
United States Senator in opposition to the 
late Eli Saulsbury and captured the Demo- 
cratic primaries in Kent County; but the 
subsequent Saulsbury bolt defeated Mr. 
Wolcott’s Senatorial aspirations by electing 
a Republican Legislature, which sent An- 
thony Higgins to Washington as the first 
Republican United States Senator from 
Delaware. 


George 8S. Little. 


‘Dr. George 8. Little died on Wednesday 
at his residence, 997 Hancock Street, Brook- 
lyn. He had been a resident of the city 
since 1861, and active in medical circles, 


having for several years held the post of 
Inspector in the Board of Health. 

Dr. Little was born in Middletown, N. Y., 
Jan. 15, 1826, and was a graduate of the 
New York University. He served through 
the war as Assistant Surgeon in the Nine- 
teenth New York Volunteers, and in the 
Ninety-seventh New York Volunteers. He 
was a member of Odell Post, No. 443, G. A. 
R.; Ridgewood Council, No. 678 R. A.; 
Brooklyn Medical Society and the Union 
Veterans’ Legion. He leaves a widow and 
two children, a son and daughter. The 
services will be held at the family home 
to-night at 8:30 o’clock. The interment will 
be in Middletown to-morrow.

The stock market of dcaky was de- 
cidedly erratic, fluctuating nervously, ac- 
cording to the bullishness or bearishness of 
the Washington dispatches.

GOLD FOR IMPORTATION. 

Further gold engagements to the amount 
of $1,000,000 were announced yesterday. Of 
this $750,000 is for Lazard Fréres and $250,- 
000 for J. & W. Seligman & Co. Including 
this there has been engaged in and import- 
ed from Europe since Feb. 25 $36,180,000. 

Sterling exchange advanced yesterday in 
response to the improved financial outlook 
and the easier tone in the money market. 
Sterling authorities continue to predict 
heavy gold imports within the next fort- 
night, although in some quarters there is a 
growing feeling that any decided improve- 
ment in the New York stock market and 
uny consequent decline in money rates may 
temporarily check the import movement. 


MONEY MARKET OPINIONS. 


An increased demand for call money yes- 
terday afternoon was responsible for an ad- 
vance in the rate to 4 per cent. The de- 
mand was said to be due to the shifting of 
loans and to the arrangements for quarter- 
ly interest payments. It did not take long, 
however, to satisfy what demand there was, 
and the call money rate dropped back to 2 
per cent, at the close of business. Some 
money market authorities have changed 
their views regarding higher rates for 
money, now believing that a settlement of 
the Cuban difficulties and the disappear- 
ance of fears of war will mean easier 
money than has been expected. In other 
banking quarters, however, it is thought 
that the speculative activity that is expect- 
ed to follow the settlement of our diplo- 
matic troubles will create in Wall Street 
sufficient demand to keep money market 
rates firm for some time, Sixty-day money 
is obtainable at 4% per cent, 


SUGAR TRUST ERRATIC. 
Sugar Trust figured for about 120,000 


shares in yesterday’s market, and was the’ 


most erratic stock on the list. It sold as 
high as 121% and as low as 118%. The 
latter price was made for the second time 
shortly before the close. In the last five 
minutes, however, the stock rallied sharp- 
ly, closing at 119 with,a net loss of about 
2 points for the day. The trading contin- 
gent was very active in Sugar Trust, cover- 
ing stocks early in the day and putting 
them out again later. There was again 
much talk yesterday regarding the _ re- 
ported settlement of the Sugar Trust- 
Arbuckle difficulties, and it was also said 
that the Doscher interests are parties in 
that deal. As usual, there was no con- 
firmation of these reports, but they were 
more generally credited than heretofore, be- 
cause of the character of some of the buy- 
ing of Sugar Trust stock, which made it ap- 
pear that insiders were active in that direc- 
tion. 


GRANGERS UNDER PRESSURE, 


The Granger stocks shared in the general 
weakness yesterday. St. Paul and Bur- 
lington were notably weak, both losing 14% 
points net for the day. London was a 
seller of St. Paul, and Standard Oil brok- 
ers sold both that stock and Burlington. 
Chicago houses were also sellers of the 
Grengers. Boston interests bought heavily 
of Burlington, and the Boston wires stated 
that the announcement of the details of 
the Burlington refunding plan is only wait- 
ing for a more propitious time than the 
present. Rock Island was again the 
strongest of the Granger group, declining 
but fractionally. The stock was dealt in 
ex dividend. It sold as low as 8, but was 
the quickest of the group to rally, closing 
at 864%. Inside interests were steady buy- 
ers of Rock Island. 


LONDON SOLD STOCKS. 


London was a heavy seller of American 
stocks yesterday. Before the opening here 
London quotations were much lower, and in 
the first fifteen minutes of business on the 
New York Stock Exchange the arbitrage 
houses were sellers of all the active in- 
ternational stocks. The London selling was 
attributed to a belief abroad that the ad- 
vance in the New York market has been 
too rapid, and also to Paris selling in the 
London market, it being option day on the 
Paris Bourse. 


THE MONTH’S TRANSACTIONS. 


Transactions in railroad and miscellaneous 
bonds on the Stock Exchange during the 
month just ended showed a decrease of 
nearly 50 per cent. as compared with the 
previous month. The total was $50,844,370, 
against $95,671,910 in February and $92,990,- 
200 in January. As compared with March, 
1897, however, there was an increase of 
$16,019,762. 

Government bonds were more active than 
in either of the previous months of the year, 
the dealings aggregating $1,393,200, against 
$463,500 in February amd $806,900 in Jan- 
uary. In March, 1897, the sales were $1,- 
096,900. State bonds also increased in ac- 
tivity, transactions amountng to $259,300, 
against $159,800 in February, $112,000 in 
January, and $212,500 in March, 1897. 

The dealings in stocks during March were 
the heaviest so far this year, aggregating 
9,947,661 shares, against 8,978,567 shares in 
February and 9,216,694 shares in January. 
The total for the month was nearly twice 
that of March, 1897, when the sales 
amounted to 5,065,620 shares. 

Since Jan. 1 the transactions in bonds 
have aggregated $239,465,400, against $112,- 
896,498 in the corresponding period last 
year, an increase of $127,068,902. In stocks 
the sales have amounted to 85,613,962, 
against 11,252,742 in 1897, an increase of 
24,361,220 shares. 


ROADS AND LUMBER 


RATES, 


There will be no war of lumber rates either 
from Chicago or the Northern pineries to 
points in the West. The Burlington has 
withdrawn unequivocally its announcement 
of a nine-cent rate from Chicago to Ne- 
braska points, and the threatening clouds 
have blown over. 

Two reasons are given for the change of 
front on the part of the Burlington. One of 
these came in the form of a veiled threat to 
reduce packing-house rates on the part of 
the Rock Island. This reduction the Bur- 
lington does not desire, and on the day orig- 
inally fixed for the nine-cent lumber rate it 
postponed action until April 1, Whether 
this was on account of the position taken 
by the Rock Island does not appear, but it 
is said that it was. 

Another reason given for the withdrawal 
of the threatening rate is that the roads of 
which the Burlington made complaint have 
restored rates to the authorized basis. This 
probably is true or the change of position 
would not have been made, 

Of all things Northern and Western roads 
fear a lumber rate war most. Rates on 
Southern lumber are based upon charges 
from the Northern pineries, and when one 
fails the other must, Results, therefore, are 
usually very serious, and wars are not start- 
ed unless there is serious cause. This time 
the Burlington gave notice that it would cut 
6 cents off the rate from Chicago to West- 
ern points, because it had discovered that 
competitors ‘were doing so secretly.

BAUER’S THIRD SENTENCE. 


He Is Now to Serve Twenty Years and 
Seven Months, 


Paul Bauer, better known as George W. 
Duval, was convicted for a third time with- 
in a week before Recorder Goff in General 
Sessions yesterday. He was on trial for 


robbing* Sadie Miller of several hundred 
dollars’ worth of diamonds. The trial be- 
gan yesterday morning and the case went 
to the jury at 6:30 o’clock in the evening. 
The jury was out only a few minutes. 

Recorder Goff sentenced Bauer to State 
prison for seven years and seven months, 
which, with his two other sentences, makes 
twenty years and seven months’ impr‘s- 
onment. The Recorder in pronouncing sen- 
tence told the prisoner that he was a most 
dangerous person. 

Bauer showed no signs of carrying out 
his threats of suicide or escape. As he came 
up the stairs from the prison pen to hear 
the verdict he was singing an air from an 
Italian opera.

Form of Contract for the Under- 
ground Road Reported and Sent 
to Corporation Counsel. 


HIS APPROVAL IS REQUIRED 


Terms to be Offered to the Manhattan 
Railway in Connection with the 
Proposed Franchises Modified— 
Controller Coler Is Not 
Ready to Vote. 


The Rapid Transit Commission held a 
meeting yesterday, which was attended by 
all the Commissioners excepting Charles 
Stewart Smith, who is in Europe, and 
Mayor Van Wyck. Controller Coler ar- 
rived after Secretary Delafield had informed 
him by telephone that the board was in 
Session and awaiting his pleasure. 

Shortly after the meeting opened the Com- 
mittee on Contract presented the seven 
proposed forms of grants of franchises to 
the Manhattan Railway Company in their 
perfected shape. Mr. Starin, on behalf of 
the committee, reported that the commit- 
tee had reached a conclusion that, in view 
of the great value of some of the franchises, 
especially the City Hall branch crossing 
Broadway, and the West Street line, the 
Manhattan Company ought not to be at 
liberty to accept such franchises separately 
upon the terms now proposed for them, un- 
less the city shall at the same time secure 
the relief proposed by the other franchises. 


Terms Made Easy for Manhattan. 


The terms of the franchises most at- 
tractive: to the Manhattan Company had 
been made easy, he said, in the hope that 
the company would also undertake those 
it may deem to be less attractive. The 
board should, however, be prepared to con- 
sider the grant upon proper terms to the 
(Manhattan Railway Company of any one 
or more of the seven franchises now pro- 
posed without requiring the acceptance of 
others. If any of the seven be rejected the 
board, upon. learning from the Manhattan 
Railway Company which of them it is 
willing to accept, should promptly notify 
the company what changes are proposed in 
the terms of the franchise or the fran- 
chises to be accepted in view of the un- 
willingness of the company 
a@ more general treatment of the problern. 

Mr. Starin further reported that to the 
extent above specified the committee de- 
sired to modify its former recommenda- 
tion. 

No vote was taken on the question of 
the franchises, and it was learned after 
the meeting that it had been understood 
between the Commissioners that no vote 
should be taken. Mr. Coler announced that 
he had received from his engineer a re- 
port upon the technical and engineering 
features of the franchises, and that he was 
beginning to understand them, declaring 
further that the report held them all to 
be feasible. He said, however, that he had 
not had time to study the financial issues 
involved, and for that reason he was not 
prepared to vote on the franchises. 

None of the Commissioners would say 
what caused the Committee on Contract 
to modify its former decision, in which it 
offered to grant the Manhattan Company 
the franchises either separately or together, 
beyond the reasons stated in Mr. Starin’s 
report, and the fact that a delegation from 
the annexed district had appeared to urge 
upon the board the importance of exten- 
sions in their district, as compared with 
the extension proposed through the City 
Hall branch, which latter would be of 
greater benefit to the Manhattan Company. 


To Protect Bronx Interests. 


It was thought, however, that, as the 
Manhattan Company would gladly accept 
the City Hall franchise for the sake of 
the increased revenue, but would most prob- 
ably reject the other franchises in the 
upper part of the borough of the Bronx, 
the material benefits of which to the com- 
pany would be uncertain, some modifica- 
tion in the grants of the franchises was 
mecessary. It was made, therefore, it is 
believed, for purpose of protecting the in- 
terests of the residents of the Bronx, Mr. 
Coler would not discuss the subject, saying 
that he would have to make a careful in- 
vestigation of the financial issues before 
deciding to vote, and that, in consequence 
of the stress of business with which he 
has to contend, would take some time. 

Commissioner Rives presented a report 
signed by himself and Mr. Orr upon the 
form of contract for the construction and 
operation of the underground railway, and 
moved that the draft of the contract be 
transmitted to the Corporation Counsel with 
the request that he examine and approve 
the same as required by the statute as 
speedily as possible. The motion was car- 
ried unanimously. 

As printed, the form of contract, with an- 
nexed invitgtion to contractors, form of bid, 
form of bonds, &c., comprises about 200 
octavo pages, and is divided into three 
chapters ‘“‘ General,’ ‘‘ Agreement for Con- 
struction,” and ‘‘ The Lease.” 


Provision for the Bonds, 


The first chapter, after some general pro- 
visions and definitions of words and phrases 
used in the contract, provides for the se- 
curity to be given by the contractor. This 
is to consist of a deposit of $1,000,000 in 
cash or in approved securities, as required 
by the rapid transit act; also of an accom- 
panying bond for $1,000,000 to secure all the 
obligations under the contract, including 


ayment of rent under the lease; also a 

nd for $14,000,000 additional to secure the 
construction and equipment of the road. 
These two bonds are in the forms required 
by the stipulation exacted by the Supreme 
Court. The contract also, following the 
language of the act, provides for the city’s 
lien on the equipment to be furnished by 
the contractor and contains provisions for 
the remedies to be pursued by the city in 
the event of the contractor’s default, either 
before or after the completion of the road 
and its equipment. 

The agreement for construction, following 
the general form of contracts for city work, 
provides that the contractor at his own 
cost and expense, and in strict conformity 
with all the provisions of the contract, will 
furnish all the materials and labor neces- 
sary to build the road and will provide a 
complete equipment of the road according 
to the definition contained in the act and 
in the specifications. The price to be paid 
for construction is left blank in the con- 
tract as submitted, and will be fixed only 
when bids are received. 


A Board of Arbitration. 


Provisions are made for inspection by the 
board, and all work and materials are re- 
quired to be subject to the approval of the 
engineers employed by the board; but in 
order to prevent injustice to either party, 
there are full provisions for an appeal to 
be taken from any determination of the en- 

ineer to a Board of Arbitration. The 

d of Arbitration is to consist of one 
—— nominated by the Rapid Transit 
oard, and one nominated by the arbitrator, 
and if they cannot agree an umpire is to be 
appointed by the Executive Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, or (if such com- 
mittee fails to act) by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Bar Association of the City 
of New York. Upon the joint request of 
both parties the Chamber of Commerce or 
Bar Association may from time to time 
nominate a standing umpire or a standing 
board of three experts to act as umpires. 

Work is to be begun on the road within 
thirty days after the execution of the con- 
tract, and is to be completed within four 
years, certain legal delays and delays from 
strikes alone excepted. The contract pro- 
vides, however, that no work shall be done 
upon the west side north of One Hundred 
and Eighty-fifth Street, or upon the east 
side east of Third Avenue, except upon the 
further order of the board, which is only to 
ibe given when the board is satisfied that 
there is no probability that the cost of the 
railroad will exceed the amount payable to 
the contractor for construction. In case of

The 
local trains are to be run at an average 
Speed between stations of not less than 
fourteen miles an hour, and express trains 
at an average rate of speed of not less than 
thirty miles an hour, During the day trains 
are to be run to meet the reasonable re- 
quirements of the public. During two hours 
and a half of the night trains are to be 
run at intervals of not less than ten min- 
utes, and between the hours of 1 and 5 A. 
M. they are to be run at intervals of not 
less ‘than fifteen minutes. 

Advertisements in the cars and stations 
are only permitted within certain limits, 
and subject to the approval of the board. 
The contract also requires that the con- 
‘tractor shall supply rolling stock of a su-

MR. HAMMERSTEIN WILL MOVE. 


Court Order Asked for Directing Him 
to Leave His House, Which Had 
Been. Sold Under Foreclosure. 


Application was made to Justice Cohen 
in the Supreme Court yesterday by David 
M. Neuberger, counsel for James Everard, 
the brewer, for an order directing Malvina 
Hammerstein and her husband, Oscar Ham- 
merstein, to give up possession immediately 
of the house 44 West One Hundred and 
Twentieth Street to Robert J. Tracy, Ever- 
ard’s partner, who purchased the place un- 
der a judgment of foreclosure at a sale held 
on March 21 last. 

The counsel asked further that the Sher- 
iff be directed to take possession of the 
premises from Mr. and Mrs, Hammerstein 


and remove them therefrom, and any other 
persons who might be there. Mr. Neuber- 
ger said that the property was sold under 
a judgment for the foreclosure of a second 
mortgage of $15,000, there being a prior 
mortgage of $35,000. The premises were 
purchased by Mr. Tracy for $43,000, and 
there was a deficiency judgment against 
Hammerstein for $14,000. The referee had 
the deed to the purchaser duly recorded on 
March 23, and Hammerstein stated that he 
would give up possession on Friday last. 
Since then, however, he has changed his 
mind, and on Monday said he would leave 
when he “got good and ready.” This 
action, counsel said, was in direct defiance 
of the order of the court. 

Mr. Hammerstein’s counsel asked for an 
adjournment until to-day on the ground 
that the papers were served on him only 
on Wednesday,and he was not familiar with 
the case. Justice Cohen stated that he did 
not see that there was any defense to the 
motion, but granted the adjournment. 

It was said that Mr. Hammerstein would 
make an effort to have the sale of the prop- 
erty set aside on the ground that he had 
been offered almost twice as much as the 
property brought. When seen last evening 
Mr. Hammerstein denied that he had any 
intention of having the sale set aside. 
When asked if he intended to vacate the 
premises, Mr. Hammerstein said that he 
would vacate the house to-day, and that all 
his household effects were in readiness to 
be moved. 


KINGS COUNTY GRAND JURY. 


Considerable Work weft Over for the 
April Term,

At His Demand Croker Gives Or- 
ders that John B. McGold- 
rick Be Sacrificed. 


LOSES A $4,000 OFFICE 


T. F. Smith, Mr. Croker’s Private Sec- 
retary, Named in His Place as 
Chief Clerk of the City Court 
—Sheehan’s Enemies to 
be Disciplined. 


John B. McGoldrick was removed yester- 
day from the Chief Clerkship of the City 
Court and Thomas F. Smith was appointed 
to the place. The removal and appointment 
were dictated by Mr. Croker at the request 
of John C. Sheehan. The Chief Clerk of the 
City Court holds office at the pleasure of 
the Judges. The pay is $4,000 a year. Mc- 
Goldrick held the place nearly seven years, 
and his appointment was charged to the 
Ninth Assembly District, of which Mr. 
Sheehan is the recognized leader. Smith 
hails from the same district. He was pri- 
vate secretary to Mr. Sheehan when Mr. 
Sheehan was the leader of Tammany Hall, 
and he has acted in the same capacity for 
Mr. Croker for the last four months. 

MoGoldrick is the victim of his own 
bad judgment. He was prominent in Tam- 
many Hall and was well thought of by the 
leaders until Mr. Sheehan fell from grace. 
When he was a candidate for appointment 
as City Clerk after the Tammany victory 
of last Fall his friendship for Mr. Sheehan 
was quoted against him, and he did not get 
the place. At the annual reorganization of 
the Tammany committees in January he 
was dropped from the office of Secretary of 
the Executive Committee, and Thomas F. 
Smith succeeded him, His friendship for 
Sheehan was given as the reason for the 


change. 

A month ago when a movement was 
started in the Ninth District to depose Mr. 
Sheehan, it was whispered that Mr. Croker 
was behind it. McGoldrick became 
prominent in the movement, and urged his 
friends to support it. At the meeting of 
the district committee called to discuss the 
matter, Thomas F, Smith, representing Mr. 
Croker, declared that Mr. Croker had not 
interfered and would not interfere in the 


ht. 
— Sheehan’s friends—he was in Florida 
at the time—rallied to his support, and the 
anti-Sheehanites were outnumbered. Mr. 
Sheehan returned from Florida Wednesday, 
and at once demanded the removal of Mc- 
Goldrick. The other leaders of the move- 
ment against him will be disciplined in turn, 
it is said, but McGoldrick is the only office- 
holder among them. ; 

Mr. Croker saw the force of Mr. Sheehan's 
demand. and was pleased with his choice of 
a successor to McGoldrick. Orders were is- 
sued to the Judges, and at 4 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon McGoldrick was told that he 
was dismissed. Mr. Smith will assume the 
office to-day. 

Some of Mr. Sheehan's friends affect to 
believe that the promptness with which Mr. 
Croker acceded te Mr. Sheehan’s request 
presages a speedy resumption of cordial 
relations between the two men, but the gen- 
eral belief is that Mr. Croker merely seized 
the opportunity presented to him to secure 
a place for his secretary, and to illustrate 
his declaration of home rule without inter- 
ference for the different districts. 

Neither Mr. Croker nor Mr. Sheehan 
would discuss the matter last night. Mr. 
Croker dined at the Democratic Club with 
Hugh J. Grant, and Mr, Sheehan spent the 
evening at the Pequod Club.

Deputy Tax Commissiozers Must Take 
a Civil Service Examination.

made despite the protest of William Still- 
ings, the district leader. 

President Feitner of the Department of 
Taxes and Assessments yesterday abolished 
the office of Secretary to the Tax Com- 
mission and removed C. R. Tyng, the in- 
cumbent. The salary of the place was 
$3,000. Alonzo Bell, assistant to the Com- 
missioners, at $2,700, was also removed. 
On April 11 the Civil Service Commission 
will hold an examination for Deputy Tax 
Collector. The appointments recently made 
by the Boroughs of Brooklyn and Rich- 
mond were only temporary, and the men 
appointed will have to take the examina- 
tion. 

The salary of Frank W. Geraty, who was 
appointed Chief peepee in the Depart- 
ment of Public Buildings, Lighting, and 
Supplies last week, has been fixed at $2,500 
a year. 


TARLETON REMOVED. 


DR. H. BEAN 


Office of Superintendent of the Aqua- 
rium Declared Abolished. 


President Clausen of the Department of 
Parks yesterday wrote to Dr. Tarleton H. 
Bean, Superintendent of the Aquarium, 
that the office had been abolished and that 
his services were no longer required. L. B. 
Spencer, who has charge of the fresh 
water department of the Aquarium, was 
instructed to assume control until other ar- 
rangements are made. 

Dr. Bean said last night that he would 
not accept the dismissal and that he would 
‘eontinue to occupy his office in the Aqua- 
rium until removed by force. He is a veteran 
of the war and he has been instructed by 


counsel that he cannot be removed except 
on charges after a trial. 

“ Attorney General Hancock wrote to Al- 
bert D. Shaw, Department Commander of 
the Grand Army of the Republic,”’ he said, 
“that ‘a veteran may not be removed by 
the abolition of his office unless the position 
is abolished in good faith and not for the 
purpose of removing the incumbent. The 
courts have decided that no sophistries or 
technicalities can be invoked to evade the 


w. 

‘“*Now I know,’’ he continued, “ that the 
office of Superintendent of the Aquarium is 
nottobeabolished, Its name may be changed, 
but not the duties to any great extent. As 
a matter of fact, my successor has already 
been appointed, although he has not taken 
the oath of office yet. I knew even before 
Mr. Clausen wrote complaining of the Aqua- 
rium and asking my resignation that my 
place had been promised to Mr. Croker’s 
friend Col. James E. Jones.” 

Mr. Clausen wrote to Dr. Bean asking his 
resignation on March 23, and in response to 
Dr. Bean’s refusal to give it, wrote again, 
complaining of the condition of the Aqua- 
rium and insisting upon him resigning. He 
wrote that the management was extrava- 
gant, the lighting and ventilation bad, and 
the collection of fish indffferent. Dr. Bean 
replied that he was not responsible for the 
lighting and ventilation, and that the other 
complaints were not founded on fact.

WINS AGAIN 


OF COMMUNITIES ON 
Lona IsuanD.—Newbold T. Lawrence, and 
others, in their action against the town of 
Hempstead, Queens County, to restrain it 
from interfering with a tract of salt mead- 
ows, or marsh and beach, at Rockaway, 
forming the extreme westerly portion of 
the township of Hempstead and the east- 
erly part of Rockaway Neck, relied, in 
their proof of claim of title, upon a “‘ fenc- 
ing order” made at town meeting in 16659, 
and allotments in 1678, a deed by the allot- 
tees to Jacob Hicks in 1725, confirmatory 
action at subsequent town meetings, and a 
partition suit between the Hicks heirs. The 
town insisted that the property was part 
of its common lands, of which it had never 
become divested. The late General Term 
of the Supreme Court, in Brooklyn, in De- 
cember, 1894, reversed judgment given at 
Special Term in favor of the defendant, and 
that decision has now been affirmed by the 
Court of Appeals, which held, in an opinion 
by Judge Gray, that while the informali- 
ties of the allotments, the scantiness of the 
recérds, and the ae nature of the 
landmarks tended to confusion and uncer- 
tainty, the facts, beginning with the fenc- 
ing order as the source of title to pri- 
vate ownership, led to the reasonable con- 
clusion that the town had disposed of the 
premises, and that its allottees granted 
them by the deed of 1725. The Court held 
that the plaintiffs had made out a pre- 
sumptive title, and that the town had failed 
to rebut the presumption, and to show 
that, in its general division and allot- 
ments of the common lands, it had reserved 
any part of the Rockaway meadow lands 
from private ownership. The ownership 
of the territory of the town of Hemp- 
stead, under the Colonial grant, was held 
to be in the town, in its corporate capa-' 
city, and not in the patentees named in 
the grant, nor in the inhabitants of the 
town, and the early mode of division by 
the town of its common lands among the 
patentees, or their associates or succes- 
sors, by a “‘ fencing order,” when duly made 
at a town meeting, could operate as a valid 
source of title. It was held to be too late, 
after the lapse of 250 years, to criticise, on 
account of the absence of legal forms, 
transfers on which the titles of great com- 
munities were based. It was found that 
the lands were incapable of actual posses- 
sion, and it appeared that they could be 
reached only by a private lane over the 
Hicks upland, on which toll was charged, 
or by boats; that the town people, from 
early in this century, had gone upon the 
marshes to cut sedge grass, upon days 
picked by town meeting, and that within 
recent years the town had granted privi- 
leges to erect hotels and other buildings 
on the premises, and licenses to plant 
oysters in the creeks and coves.’ This, 
however, in view of all the circumstances, 
including the probability that the premises 
did not represent much value until the new 
uses to which the town had sought to put 
them, the quiescence of the Hicks heirs 
while owners of the upland was held not 
to be incompatible with private owner- 
ship of the meadow lands,

TRANSACTIONS WITH A LUNATIC’s ATTOR- 
NByY.—A judgment recovered by Helen S. 
Merritt and another in their action against 
John Merritt, as executor of Hannah B. 
Merritt, impleaded, with others, to fore- 
close a mortgage executed in the name of 
Hannah B, Merritt, the testatrix, on the 
26th of May, 1891, by George Merritt, her 
attorney in fact, has been unanimously re- 
versed by the First Appellate Division. The 
mortgagee was William Post, and the bond 
and mortgage were afterward assigned to 
plaintiff, who, it is claimed, gave no con- 
sideration therefor, The defense was that 
at the time of the execution of the mort- 
gage Hannah B. Merritt, the testatrix, was 


in feeble health and had wholly lost her 
mind, and that that fact was known to 
Post when he took the mortgage, and also 
known to the plaintiffs. The latter proved 
the power of attorney to George Merritt, 
which was executed in 1871. The defend- 
ant was not permitted to prove the mental 
condition of the testatrix at the time of the 
execution of the mortgage, or that Post 
knew she was non compos mentis. The 
quesion on appeal was whether one who 
deals with a lunatic, knowing him to be 
such at the time, is protected in his deal- 
ings and acquires rights against the lunatic 
because the transaction is had with a per- 
son who holds a power of attorney made by 
the lunatic at a time when he was sane. 
Justice Rumsey, who gave the opinion, held 
that a lunatic could not contract, and one 
only acquired rights against him or his 
estate where he had, for the benefit of the 
lunatic, advanced money or done service, 
and then he was permitted to recover only 
the actual amount of money advanced or 
the reasonable value of the property or 
services furnished. ‘‘ Does one who deals 
with the lunatic through an agent,’”’ Justice 
Rumsey said, ‘‘acquire any better right 
than if he dealt with the lunatic in person? 
The learned Justice who decided this case 
at the Special Term was of the opinion that 
he did. The argument was that the power 
of attorney given by Mrs. Merritt when she 
was sane was not revoked by her lunacy, 
and therefore the person to whom it was 
given hed the same authority to act in her 
name after as before her lunacy.’’ The 
Court holds that when one undertakes to 
deal with an agent having a written power 
of attorney, and equally with the agent 
knowing of the insanity of the principal, the 
transaction thus made has no more weight 
than if the transaction had been directly 
with the insane principal himself,

LIABILITY FOR DEATH OF SICK PASSENGER. 
—On the trial of a suit brought by Mary B. 
Wells, as administratrix, for damages from 
the New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad Company, for the death of her 
husband, the complaint was dismissed, but 
the Fourth Appellate Division has sustained 
exceptions ordered to be heard there in 
the first instance, and a new trial has been 
ordered. It appeared that George H. Wells, 
the intestate, who resided at Leroy, N. ; 
about a year ago bought a ticket at the 
railroad siation, to go to Rochester and 
return. He showed the gateman his ticket 
and was told to sit down and that he would 
be notified when the train arrived.. While 
sitting in the waiting room it was.seen by 
the gateman and others that Wells was iil 
and unable to take care of himself. The 
gateman forgot to comply with the request 
made to notify the intestate of the arrival 
of his train, and thereafter directed a po- 
liceman to eject him from the station, stat- 
ing that ‘“‘he was not in a condition of 
mind to go on any train.” The policeman 
did eject him, and the sick man, while 
wandering about the tracks near the sta- 
tion, was run over by a train and killed. 
The court holds, by Justice Follett, that 
the railroad company was liable for the 
damages resulting from the man’s death; 
that in such a case the intestate had be- 
come a passenger to whom the company 
owed an active duty in caring for his safe- 
ty, and whom, if jt deemed him unfit to 
travel, it should put in a place of safety or 
give him into the custody of an officer of 
the law authorized to take charge of per- 
sons in his condition.”

A Cow CAsE.—Thomas Kelly was success- 
ful in a Justice’s Court in Seneca County in 
his suit against Jesse Morehouse to recover 
damages for the death of a cow. The Coun- 
ty Court affirmed the judgment, but further 
appeal to the Fourth Appellate Division has 
resulted in a reversal, with a heavy bill of 
costs against the plaintiff. In January, 1877, 
the cow was left with the defendant, under 
a contract for her care and keep at a stipu- 
lated price per week, and she was to run 
about the strawstack in the barnyard, the 
defendant giving the assurance that she 
would be all right and would not be hurt. 
The farm was carried on by a Mrs. King 
and her daughter, as the defendant’s agents. 
The cow was fed some apples one day by 
the daughter, one of which lodged in the 
animal’s throat, causing her to die from 
suffocation. The court held, per curiam, 
that a declaration made by the daughter, 
some time after the death of the cow, that 
apples had been fed to her, and that she 
thought ‘‘ some of them were frozen,” was 
inadmissible, not having been made by the 
agent while acting within the scope of her 
authority, and being too remote in point of 
time to constitute a part of the res gestae.

METHODISTS IN SESSION 


An Interesting Day for the New 
York Conference «at the 
Metropolitan Temple. 


THE PEACE POLICY UPHELD 


The Rev. W. F. Anderson Says War 
Is to be No More in This Land— 
Bishop Hartzell Forsees a 
Terrific African War. 


Demonstrations of a patriotic character 
were freely interspersed with the routine 
work of the New York Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church yesterday in 
the second day of the ninety-ninth session, 
at the Metropolitan Temple. Nearly 400 
ministers and about 100 women were pres- 
ent at the morning gathering, over which 
Bishop John F. Hurst presided. Installed 
behind the presiding officer sat the Rev. Dr. 
E. G. Andrews, Resident Bishop, and the 
Rev. Dr. J. C. Hartzell, Bishop of Africa, 
the largest diocese in the world. 

When Bishor Hartzell stepped forward, 
the conference rose spontaneously in greet- 
ing. The Bishop described his travels for 
the last year and a half, during which he 
had covered 46,000 miles. 

“ There is in Africa,” the Bishop said, ‘a 
very great field for mission work. It is, 
moreover, the scene of the greatest interna- 
tional contest on earth to-day. The diffi- 
culty of pacific intercourse among the sec- 
tions may be understood when we reflect 
upon the number of empires in that conti- 
nent more than half as large as the United 
States. Unless there is great wisdom shown 
in Berlin, London, and other diplomatic cen- 
tres, within one year there will be a terrific 
war in Africa.’”’ The partition of Africa 
among the nations of Europe would result 
in the rapid subsidence of heathenism, the 
Bishop pelieved. 

Bishop Andrews merely thanked the con- 
ference for its reception of him. ‘“ The 
poor you have always with you,” he said 
with a smile. 

Dr. Hamilton’s Remarks. 


The Rev. Dr. J. W. Hamilton, Secretary 
of the Freeman’s Aid and Southern Edu- 
cation Society, was another speaker. “I 
am here as a representative of an army 
that you would be glad to have fight 
Spain, or any other country, if it came to 
war,” he said. 

Later, speaking of the decadence of the 
“courtly ’’ negro in the South, and of the 


characteristics of the, present generation, 
Dr. Hamilton created’ a momentary hush 
by saying in an impressive tone: “I be- 
lieve the black race in this country, as a 
mass, was infinitely better in the days of 
slavery than as a mass it is to-day. Lynch- 
ing had diminished through the introduc- 
tion of schools for the negro, Dr. Hamil- 
ton said, and there had not been a lynching 
in a county where the society had estab- 
lished a school for ten years. 

The Rev. W. H. Brooks, pastor of St. 
Mark’s Church, (colored,) in West Fifty- 
third Street, jumped to his feet after Dr. 
Hamilton had ceased speaking, and indig- 
nantly exclaimed that, on behalf of his 
people, he took emphatic exception to the 
assertion that the black race was better in 
slave days. He did not elaborate on_his 
protest, and Dr. Hamilton made no reply. 

The Rev. W. F. Anderson, pastor of the 
Washington Square Church, delivered a ser- 
mon on “The Stars in Their Courses 
Fought Against Sisera,’’ Judges, v. 20, in 
which he deprecated the prevalence of pes- 


simism and pleaded for a stubborn resist- | 


ance to its encroachments. 
War to be No More, 


“Shall war be allowed to stir the tem- 
pests of men’s passions? No; war will not 
stand alike against the reasons of brother- 
hood and love,’”’ said the speaker. ‘‘ This 
doctrine has been expressed with no great- 
er significance to-day than by the course 
of President William McKinley, in the calm- 
ness of his attitude toward the question of 
the hour, in his unruffled disposition to con- 
tinue to lead a peace-loving and, if I may 
be permitted to say it, a liberty-loving peo- 
ple. No, and again, no; war is to be no 
more in this land.’’ 

The Rev. Dr. J. M. Buckley, editor of The 
Christian Advocate, referring to utterances 
not of an orthodox nature, said: ‘It would 
give me the greatest pleasure to stand face 
to face with Dr. J. Minot Savage to discuss 
with him the evangelical issues and those 
things he is setting forth.” 

A service in observance of the anniver- 
sary of the Woman’s Home Missionary So- 
ciety was held in the afternoon. Singing 
by Miss Charlotte B. Gould of Chicago and 
addresses by Mrs. Clinton B. Fisk, Mrs. 8. 
F. Beiler, and Bishop John F. Hurst were 
the features. 

In the evening the anniversary of the 
missionary society was observed. Ad- 
dresses were made by the Rev. A. M. Grif- 
fin, the Rev. Dr. J. J. Reed, and the Rev. 
Dr. W. T. Smith. : 

This afternoon at 2:30 o’clock will be held 
a service for the consecration of deacon- 
esses at, the Metropolitan Temple, conduct- 
ed by Bishop Hurst.

Newark Conference to Support the 
Government in Peace or War. 


ORANGE, N. J., March 31.—There was 
hardly a vacant seat in Calvary Methodist 
Church, East Orange, this morning, when 
the ministers of the Newark Conference, 
which is holding its forty-first annual ses- 
sion there, opened the session. The com- 
mittee of nine named to draft resolution on 


the Spanish-Cuban matter presented the 
following report: 

The Newark Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, in session at this time of excite- 
ment and peril, expresses to the President of 
the United States its hearty appreciation of his 
patient and patriotic course in seeking to avert 
war without sacrificing the honor of the country 
or the claims of humanity; assures him of our 
prayers for divine guidance and support in the 
great responsibility now upon him, and, while 
praying that war may be avoided, in case it is 
found necessary, pledges the Government the 
same loyal support which our preachers and 
people have always given whenever the Nation 
was in danger. 

There were no remarks, the entire con- 
ference rising in favor‘of the report. The 
members then sang two stanzas of ‘“‘ Amer- 
ica.””
